The highly perforated hollow bricks necessitated a mortar having a high degree of plasticity and that “held 
together well’’ and, with Febmix Admix imparting these properties, its use contributed towards the big 
reduction obtained in erection time with this new type of brick.

This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen for the external cladding.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain. 

These are but two examples of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome in one particular job, but Jonwindows Curtain Walling 
has been developed through such work as this.

Late News 


Educational Building 


THE SCHOOL BUILDING PROGRAMME for 
1960-61 marks the beginning of five 
years’ increased effort to improve the 
quality of primary and secondary educa- 
tion, states a circular (6/60) issued on 
April 14 by the Ministry of Education. 
Large building programmes are also in 
hand for technical education, for training 
of teachers and for other educational 
services. 

The Minister asks all authorities con- 
cerned to review their arrangements, and 
to consider whether anything more can 
be done to streamline procedures and 
improve efficiency. In particular, he hopes 
that authorities will take full advantage 
of the longer notice now given of future 
building programmes to begin acquiring 
sites in good time, and to decide their 
architectural staffing (including where 
necessary the employment of private 
architects) well ahead. 

For his part the Minister has decided 
to make the following changes: 

(a) to follow compilation of the 1962- 
63 school building programme by settling 
on a provisional basis the main lines of 
the programme for 1963-64 and 1964-65; 

(b) to speed up the final approval of 
plans and estimates of cost for new 
county and controlled schools, by intro- 
ducing a system of certification that the 
main controls have been complied with; 

(c) as part of (b) above, to introduce a 
unit formula for the calculation of 
premises grants on accommodation pro- 
vided in new schools for the meals 
service; 

(d) to simplify the procedures for 
certain minor projects. 

The Minister has also reviewed the 
limits of costs for new schools, technical 
colleges and other educational buildings, 
and has decided that some easement is 
now required if authorities generally are 
to maintain a reasonable standard of 
building and avoid excessive future 
maintenance costs. 


Cardiff Arts Building Contract 


THE £254,000 tender of J. Gerrard & Sons, 
Ltd., of Manchester, has been accepted 
by the Council of the University College 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire for 
the erection of the first stage of the Arts 
Building at Cathays Park, Cardiff. The

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Building Technology 


THE SHORT REPORT presented to the London County Council 
last week on the establishment of the proposed College of 
Architecture and Building emphasises its preliminary 
nature and the need for discussion and consultation at 
length. Most of us who read the 1957 report of the Study 
Group on the subject of the College, and have waited with 
high hopes that radically new educational ground would 
be broken cannot but feel a first sense of disappointment 
that the scheme has solidified into a redevelopment of an 
old friend—the Regent Street Poly. We must say at once 
that no disparagement is intended, but in a context of this 
kind, surely the Poly has too many historic burdens, too 
many ready-made answers, and too many interested and 
knowledgeable administrators to make the very clean break 
which seems necessary—and in the meanwhile existing 
courses must go on. 

The early picture of a building industry on its toes to 
help initiate new standards of education all round in a 
glamorcus, liberal ‘ Imperial-like ’ College may be difficult 
to sustain within the proposals now developing. This indus- 
trial participation must never be lost sight of, for the early 
suggestions visualised a framework whereby architects, 
structural engineers, builders and surveyors should have 
partly joint and partly parallel education with flexible 
transfer from one to another. This raises problems of entry 
standards, significantly ‘A level’ in the case of architec- 


ture and with science/mathematics content because of 
the link between structural techniques and building. 

The new Institution is to contain three nearly * indepen- 
dent’ colleges by which engineering and science are 
separated from architecture and building technology. The 
traditional dichotomy is likely to continue in the new 
organisation, and unless the collaboration of all concerned 
is nearly perfect—this at best is unlikely—the major con- 
tribution of joint education which the College can make 
is in jeopardy. Every effort should be made, at least, to 
include structural engineering, with its structures and 
strength of materials laboratories within the College of 
Architecture and Building, for it is an alloy of architecture, 
structures and building technology which must become the 
foundations of the new building education. It is hoped, 
too, that room will be found for fairly comprehensive treat- 
ment of the subject of heating and ventilation. With these 
additions the College might be a significant whole which 
could provide facilities for post-graduate studies. This 
poses the question about the kinds of award which can be 
expected, and the kind of relationship which might develop 
between the new institution and the School of Architecture 
at London University which will be a near neighbour. As 
the University school is likely to undergo some changes 
under its new head, consultation and attempts at comple- 
mentary functions would seem worth making. 





Nomenclature is important and some preference is felt 
for the earlier title of ‘ College of Advanced Building Tech- 
nology,’ suggesting integration of effort in the building 
team. In making our comments we have referred indirectly 
to some of the principles which concerned the Study Group 
of the Building Advisory Committee of the London and 
Home Counties Regional Advisory Council in 1957. It has 
taken two years to reach this first major decision, during 
which all our points must have come into focus, but in the 


SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, who will be nomi- 
nated to the forthcoming annual general 
meeting on May 3 as President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, is 
an architect whose influence in that field 
is not dependent upon the volume of 
work he has carried out, though his build- 
ings are themselves far from negligible, 
as one might expect from a former Rome 
Scholar. But it is as a town-planner that 
he is best known, and it would be fair to 
say that on him has descended the mantle 
of his old mentor and former colleague, 
Sir Patrick Abercrombie. His share, with 
Charles Holden, in preparing the City of 
London plan, especially the proposals for 
the St. Paul's precinct, is well known; 
he is also consultant to the county of 
Cambridge. He has been Professor of 
Town Planning at University College, 
London, since 1948, and is a member of 
the Royal Fine Art Commission. He is 
53, and was educated at the Diocesan 
College, Cape Town, and Liverpool School 
of Architecture.

IT WOULD BE TRUE to say that Holford 
sees architecture always against a plan- 
ning and social background. Thus his 
forthright minority report (in which Pro- 
fessor Gordon Stephenson was joined) in 
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future discussions of many details we hope the LCC will 
not be deflected from an understanding of the major sig- 
nificance of the new College as a joint training centre for 
the whoic industry. We hope it will not be too long before 
the new college building arises on its new site in Maryle- 
bone—a considerable design and construction respon- 
sibility, and one to be taken with awareness of the 
principles for which this most important and significant 
College must stand.

the Toronto City Hall competition (see

sor has only been enhanced thereby. 


He will take over the presidency at a 
time when the winds of change are still 
ruffling the waters of the RIBA, and not 
only on the surface; and his Presidency 
may well be judged by posterity by his 
ability to bridge the not inconsiderable 
differences which at this moment exist 
between some of the elected members 
of Council and the representatives of the 
allied societies. This, and the setting of 
a more realistic course for architectural 
education, are the principal tasks ahead 
of the incoming President. If Sir 
William’s nomination is confirmed, as 
undoubtedly it will be, we shall wish him 
every success in his difficult but chal- 
lenging two years of office. 


Dr. Nervi’s Busy Week 


LAST WEEK was a busy one for the new 
Royal Gold Medallist. Reference was 
made in our last issue to the presentation 
ceremony on April 5; this was followed 
the next day by a reception in his honour 


given by the President and Council of the 
RIBA and attended by a small but dis- 
tinguished company (though less distin- 
guished perhaps than it would otherwise 
have been by reason of ministerial 
absences due to other receptions and 
routs concerned with President de 
Gaulle’s visit to London). Dr. Nervi ap- 
peared to enjoy the occasion, however, 
perhaps because he had already met many 
of the guests, and there was a pleasant air 
of informality in spite of the white ties 
prescribed for the men. An excellently 
mounted exhibition of some of the 
Medallist’s work lent added interest, and 
the staff had some difficulty in persuading 
guests to leave a full hour after the 
official closing of the reception.

WITH A VIGOUR remarkable for his 68 
years, Dr. Nervi saw through the greater 
part of the AA reception on the follow- 
ing day (April 7). He was one of over 
700 members and guests who were re- 
ceived by the President, H. T. Cadbury 
Brown, and Mrs. Cadbury Brown, and 
afterwards took their pick of a splendid 
choice of entertainment.

Edinburgh AA Year Book 


A STRIKING FEATURE of the Year Book of 
the Edinburgh Architectural Association 
(No. 4, 1960, just issued) is the first full 
and fully illustrated account to be pub- 
lished of the proposals for the University 
of Edinburgh Central Development Area, 
which lies about half a mile south of 
Princes-street in a closely built-up part 
of the city, described as ‘a conglomerate 
mass of all kinds of buildings from the 
past three centuries, historically based 
on a few medieval roads and one 
spacious square planned in Georgian 
times. In its heart the three massive 
main buildings of the old University are 
the principal landmarks.’ With the aid 
of numerous plans, an air view of George- 
square and photographs of models the 
article gives a factual, descriptive and 
non-controversial account of these pro- 
posals which will be studied with great 
interest, especially those relating to 
George-square, which have aroused a 
good deal of discussion in Edinburgh. 
The master plan for the area is by Messrs. 
Basil Spence and Partners, who have also 
designed some of the proposed new build- 
ings, others being by Mr. Walter N. W. 
Ramsay ARIBA (the new medical build- 
ings) and Messrs. Robert Matthew and 
Johnson-Marshall (the Arts Faculty 
group).

MR. GEORGE H. LAWRENCE, the Presi- 
dent, contributes an introduction to the 
Year Book and there are messages from 
Mr. Basil Spence, PRIBA, and Mr. James 
Mottram, President of the RIAS. Other 
features include a list of office-bearers 
and Council, the President’s Report for 
the session 1959-60, committee reports, a 
list of architectural firms practising within 
the Chapter area, a list of official depart- 
ments and local authority offices and the 
names and addresses of chartered sur- 
veyors in practice in and around the 
Chapter area. A feature of nostalgic, 
and in some of its judgments surprisingly 
topical interest is the address (condensed 
from a report in ‘ The Builder’) given to 
the Edinburgh AA in 1899 by the Presi- 


dent of that year, James Bruce, who 
though a lawyer and not an architect, 
appears to have been a shrewd observer of 
the architectural scene. Congratulations 
to the Editors, Robert Morton and James 
Dunbar-Nasmith, on a production of first- 
rate value and interest. 


Expenditure on National Parks 


IN THEIR report and summary, the 
National Parks Commission say that the 
concept of National Parks, until ten years 
ago an untried experiment in this coun- 
try, has now found general acceptance as 
a recognised part of our national life. 
‘But,’ it adds, ‘there can be no doubt 
that the total amount of money spent on 
our work has been absurdly small. Over 
the last ten years, less than one penny 
per person per year has been spent in con- 
nection with National Parks. ‘We do 
not believe that the public would be 
reluctant to spend, say, sixpence per per- 
son per year for the preservation of our 
national heritage in the countryside.’ 


The Commission wishes, for example, 
that those responsible for providing elec- 
tricity were less reluctant to spend the 
extra cost of undergrounding some distri- 
bution lines to rural consumers. ‘ Such 
requests as are made,’ it says, ‘are 
extremely modest, and the cost very 
small, when regard is had to the £500m. 
spent annually by the 15m. consumers of 
electricity.’ 


The report makes the point that even 
if, as the Commission hopes, amending 
legislation is introduced and additional 
grants are made available from central 
funds, it will still be necessary for an 
increasing interest and concern for 
National Parks and the beauty of the 
countryside to be shown both in and out 
of Parliament, if the fundamental purpose 
of preserving and enhancing their natural 
beauty is to be fulfilled. ‘The future 
of the National Parks,’ the Commission 
says, ‘must depend, in large measure, on 
an informed and sympathetic public, 
eager to use them for open-air recreation, 
and alert to safeguard them from un- 
seemly encroachment.’ 


THE COMMISSION views with consider- 
able concern the damaging effect on the 
character of some of the best-loved land- 
scapes in National Parks which would be 
caused by the widespread substitution of 
conifers for hardwood trees under exten- 
sive private afforestation schemes, the 
number of which appears to the Com- 
mission to be rapidly increasing. It 
accordingly proposes to enter into discus-

Billing Mechanised?; Permanent Employment 
of Operatives

sin,—The letter by Mr. A. J. Willis pub- 
lished in your issue of March 25, poses 
the question of how many firms of 
quantity surveyors have a turnover of 
£3m. worth of building work per year. 
Mr. Willis then proceeds in his last para- 
graph to answer the question for himself 
in order. no doubt, to make the sugges- 
tion that space has been wasted by the 
publishing of ‘Billing Mechanised?’ in 
your issue of March 18. 

He also states that the article 
represents ‘scientific achievement ’; 
whereas it does not represent this at all! 
What it does set out to represent are 
some results, with reasonably detailed in- 
formation, of a preliminary investigation 
into the advantages and disadvantages of 
using some quite conventional office 
machinery in quantity surveying prac- 
tice. The object of any investigation is 
to gain knowledge; the results of an 
investigation may be positive, negative 
or speculative; the question of seeking 
publication of results and the amount of 
space taken up in explaining them, 
depends on the demand for the informa- 
tion. Since many quantity surveyors are 
interested in whether or not the use of 
punched card machinery is, or is likely to 
be a proposition, it was thought worth- 
while writing a paper illustrating the in- 
formation we have so far acquired. 

Mr. Willis has taken the turnover 
figure of £3m. as being something upon 
which the whole question of using 
punched = card machinery depends, 
whereas it is merely a figure considered 
convenient for illustrating the economic 
implications of a complete installation. 
Had he finished reading the article he

would have read in paragraph 2 of the 
summary that the renting of ‘time’ on 
machines in processing bureaux (located 
in most commercial centres), is suggested 
as a possibility for firms with turnovers 
of less than £3m. worth of building work 
per annum.

Permanent Employment of Operatives 


sir,—I was gratified to see that Sir 
Richard Coppock and Mr. E. L. Jones, 
speaking for organised labour, had come 
in (‘ The Builder ’ of April 1) to comment 
on the letter I sent you in reply to your 
previous correspondents who urged the 
need for some attempt to provide per- 
manent employment for building trades 
operatives. But do their contributions 
bring us any nearer to it? 
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Sir Richard sees ‘no insurmountable 
obstacle to the attainment of our objec- 
tive,’ namely, permanent employment. As 
a general thesis everybody would agree 
with that statement. But surely it is 
merely begging the question to say, as 
Sir Richard goes on to say, that where 
there’s a will there’s a way. There was a 
way to the top of Mount Everest, but for 
long years there were ‘ insurmountable 
obstacles’ on the way to that way. 
Having gone so far will Sir Richard now 
go the necessary step further and pin- 
point the way? Or does he think that 
the difficulty of finding a satisfactory 
method of grading, if that comes into it, 
is still *‘ insuperable ’? 

Mr. Jones has an easy solution to the 
problem — nationalise the building 
industry. But apart altogether from the 
question whether in the national interest 
this would be either desirable or practic- 
able, how does it affect this particular 
problem? Is the State, that is the tax- 
payer, to keep men in idleness between 
the time they end one job and an all- 
powerful omniscient Government Depart- 
ment finds them another?

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Architectural Education 


Undergraduate Courses in the United States 


BY R. GORDON BROWN, MA(EDIN.), AADIPL., FRIBA 


Professor Gordon Brown, formerly Head of the School of Architecture 
in the University of Hong Kong, has recently returned to England from 
the United States where he has been engaged in the replanning of Salt Lake 
City and teaching in the University of California faculty of architecture, at 
Berkeley. We have asked him to set down his views on architectural 
education at undergraduate level in the United States —Editor. 


THIS SHORT ARTICLE attempts to give a 
characteristic rather than a comprehen- 
sive view of undergraduate schools of 
architecture in the United States. The 
American schools are spread across a con- 
tinent and serve communities in very 
different stages of social and economic 
development. Set in different physical 
and climatic conditions, separated by 
great distances, they have a degree of 
variety and freedom which is unknown 
in any one country in Europe. 


The Pattern of USA Education 


The pattern of architectural education 
in the United States is as follows: 

Stage 1. This is undertaken by the great 
majority of architectural students and 
consists of a five- or six-year course 
leading to the degree of BArch. 

Stage 2. Is a_ post-graduate course, 
leading to the degree of Master of 
Architecture. It is undertaken by the 
better graduates from Stage I. Norm- 
ally the course is of twelve months to 
two academic years’ duration. 

Stage 3. This stage consists of three 
years of post-graduate experience in 
the office of a Licensed Architect and 
is compulsory for all graduates who 
wish to become Licensed Architects. 

Stage 4. This final stage requires the 
passing of the State Board Examina- 


tions. These are compulsory for all 
who wish to become Licensed 
Architects. The examinations are 


comprehensive and no exemptions are 
given, in any subjects, to graduates of 
the undergraduate or post-graduate 
schools. The subjects include Design 
and History as well as the normal 
range of technical and professional 
subjects required in Britain. The 
Design Examinations consist of two 
sketch projects carried out in periods 
of six and eight hours, no evidence 
of school work being considered by 
the State Board Examiners in regard 
to Design. The passing of the State 
Board Examinations in one state does 
not entitle a Licensed Architect to 
hold that title in other states, 
although the privilege is not unreason- 
ably withheld when a request is sub- 
mitted with evidence of satisfactory 
work already completed by the appli- 
cant. 

The most fundamental difference 
between 3ritish and American policy is 
the compiste separation of examinations 
leading to academic degrees from those 
leading to the title of Licensed Architect. 
It is from this American policy that much 
of the freedom and experiment in archi- 


tectural schools in the United States is 
derived. 


Advantages of American System 


If the American system were applied in 
Britain, all aspirants to the Associateship 
of the RIBA and to the title of Registered 
Architect would be required to take the 
RIBA External Examination after a 
period of office experience, regardless of 
whether they had a university degree or 
not. Under these circumstances the close 
supervision exercised by the RIBA over 
‘Recognised’ schools in Britain would 
almost certainly be relaxed. RIBA 
policies regarding ARCUK would not 
need to impinge on school policies. Regis- 
tration would no longer depend, in any 
way, on school examinations. Educa- 
tional policies and methods would gain 
vitality in this new freedom. The obvious 
disadvantages of the American ‘ design’ 
examinations could be overcome by the 
submission of portfolios of work or testi- 
monies of study. 


The accrediting committee of the 
American Institute of Architects (AIA) is 
charged with the responsibility of accord- 
ing recognition to certain architectural 
schools and the title of ‘ Accredited 
School’ is conferred as a result of its 
recommendations. The committee is 
interested mainly in the educational 
policy of a school applying for accredited 
status. The AIA attaches far less import- 
ance to the demonstration of results 
than does the RIBA. For example, the 
AIA does not require that students in 
the accredited schools keep portfolios 
containing their completed work. Only 
the best drawings are retained by the 
schools. Comprehensive examinations, 
such as those held at the Final and Inter- 
mediate stages in Britain, are unknown 
in the vast majority of American schools 
of architecture. The student receives his 
degree if he maintains a satisfactory grade 
average in tests and studio work. 


And Some Disadvantages 


One of the disadvantages of the 
American emphasis on freedom of policy 
is that the undergraduate schools are free 
to omit or minimise the importance of 
almost any subject. These schools assume 
that such omissions can be rectified 
during the post-graduate stage or in the 
period of office experience, although there 
is no co-ordination which ensures that 
this is the case. In particular, the under- 
graduate schools neglect instruction in 
many of the practical aspects of an archi- 
tect’s work. 


Another disadvantage of American 
architectural education is the excessive 
length of time devoted to the process. 
This is eleven years, if the post-graduate 
degree is to be obtained, and it seems 
too long to wait between entering a 
school of architecture and becoming en- 
titled to hang out a shingle. The period 
of eleven years may be extended to 
thirteen years in the case of those who 
are obliged to undertake military service. 
The problem is not only one of expense 
but, more important, the effect of this 
long period of academic work on the 
ardent and creative minds of the students. 
Although the omission of post-graduate 
work may shorten the period, the 
Master’s degree is a recognised 
advantage to those who seek the better 
positions in offices or who wish to hold 
a teaching appointment. 


Reducing Student Intake 


Many schools of architecture in the 
United States are obliged to accept more 
students than they would desire, and also 
to accept a standard of entry which is 
not completely to their liking. The 
schools rapidly reduce these large intakes. 
In one school, in which this matter was 
investigated, it was found that only one 
out of every four entrants reached the 
final year. Some educationists will favour 
the American system over one which sets 
high standards of entry, based almost 
entirely on the students’ record in pre- 
university education. School work is 
often only remotely related to the basic 
creative and practical qualities which are 
required in an architect and_ school 
results are not a reliable test of aptitude 
for architecture. 


Planning at Undergraduate Level 


In planning the course at the under- 
graduate level, the universities and the 
heads of architectural schools are 
influenced by certain problems which are 
particularly American and include the 
following: 

1. The failure, on the part of most 
American high schools, to prepare 
students for entry to degree courses. 
A considerable amount of work is 
usually required to bring students up 
to this level, after they enter the 
university. 

2. It is an American tradition that a 
student, at high school or university, 
should have the opportunity to plan 
his own course of studies to some 
extent. The schools of architecture, 
therefore, offer freedom of choice in a 
wide range of subjects not strictly of 
basic importance as undergraduate 
work in architecture. Such courses 
are referred to as ‘electives’ and 
may be offered by the school of archi- 
tecture or by other departments of 
the university. They may include 
anthropology, psychology, philosophy, 
sociology, economics, languages and 
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fine arts. It is not uncommon for a 
student to be studying more than one 
elective and to devote twelve hours 
a week to lectures and preparation 
related to these subjects. Such 
demands may continue for several 
years and make considerable reduc- 
tions in the time available for more 
specifically architectural work. 

3. It is customary for most students 
to spend a part of their time in doing 
a wage-earning job. The time devoted 
to this is often between fifteen and 
twenty hours a week, much of it being 
found at weekends or in the evenings. 
A morning which is free of lectures, 
during the week, will almost certainly 
be used to do wage-earning work. This 
is possible under the American system 
of paying an hourly wage for office 
work. The schools do not object to 
it. 


The Production of Design 


The American schools of architecture 
are devoted to the production of design. 
The word is not used to indicate what is 
meant by design in Britain, where it is 
assumed that design involves practical, as 
well as what the Americans call ‘ concep- 
tual’ aspects of the architect’s work. The 
heads of offices, as well as the heads of 
schools, are agreed with remarkable 
unanimity that most of the practical 
knowledge can be picked up in offices 
after graduation. A leading American 
architect recently stated that ‘the func- 
tion of the schools is to produce concep- 
tual designers.’ He went on to say that, 
as they only produced very few of these, 
the schools might be said to fail in their 
objectives. However, in practice, he 
found that the graduates who were not 
conceptual designers were very useful 
in his office, where they were able to 
develop projects with sensitivity and 
understanding. He stated that the real 
failure of the schools was that they did 


VI 
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not produce architectural statesmen. 
Asked about practical work in the 
schools, he stated that this was not very 
important and could be left to the period 
of compulsory office training. 

Investigation in two accredited schools, 
one in a state university and one in an 
independent university, showed that in 
no part of these schools was a major 
design project taken to the working 
drawing stage in the academic year 
1958-1959. One of the schools offered 
a course in building construction, the 
other did not. Where no course was 
offered, it was assumed that the subject 
was covered by the lectures on structure 
and on materials. A check showed that 
this was not the case. A test was then 
carried out in which it was shown that 
no student in the fifth year of one of 
the schools concerned could detail all of 
the following: an external door, a 
wooden cupboard and a balcony railing. 

Other notable omissions in both these 
schools were courses on Colour and on 
Landscape. 


Long Projects ‘a Waste of Time’ 


The range of design projects is almost 
the same as that found in the recognised 
schools in Britain. They are of short 
duration, usually of five or six weeks at 
the most. It is repeatedly stated in the 
American schools that longer projects are 
a waste of time, as the students tend to 
lose interest. Experiments showed that 
where longer subjects were attempted 
and properly programmed, so _ that 
student work had to be presented for 
criticism in various stages of develop- 
ment, the American student was no more 
prone to boredom than his European 
counterpart. The reason for the neglect 
of the practical work, the omission of 
Landscape and Colour and the rather 
superficial development of the design pro- 
jects is that the American courses, at the 
undergraduate level, are too heavily 
loaded with non-architectural studies.

Investigation shows that the study of 
electives such as anthropology and 
psychology, involving a one-year course 
(often the first year of a three-year course 
in another department), does little more 
than acquaint the students with the 
terminology of the subject. In no way 
does it become a tool. The real problem 
with the electives is whether they are 
worth the sacrifices which are being made 
in order to include them in the course. 
Electives being studied by a group of thir- 
teen fifth-year students included Russian 
history, Spanish language, pottery and 
the making of woodcuts. This was the 
year in which no student could detail a 
door, a cupboard and a balcony railing.

It will be seen that some students, 5 and 13 for 
example, have been given a Final Grade which bears no 
relation to the average of the grades awarded by the 
jury. This up-grading is permitted where special cir- 
cumstances (sickness—exceptional worry) are taken into 
consideration ; also, where the staff feel that a student 
has been making an exceptional effort, they up-grade 
his work, 


Faculty Organisation 


No attempt is made here to give a com- 
plete outline of staff duties and organi- 
sation. In general, responsibility for each 
year of the course is given to one member 
of staff. Lecturers tend to act indepen- 
dently of the studio staff, often setting 
their own problems to demonstrate the 
practical application of their lectures 
rather than collaborating closely in the

overall development of a student's work, 
in all its aspects, as is done in Britain. 

The American schools do not favour 
comprehensive examinations and students 
pass or fail in accordance with the 
average grades which they receive in 
periodic test and in studio work. The 
table below shows the actual grades 
awarded in an accredited school, in rela- 
tion to a major fifth-year design project. 
Staff members discussed the projects but 
did not reveal the grade that they were 
awarding. At the end of the jury the 
grades were revealed and recorded. 

The grading system is favoured because 
examinations are thought to cause undue 
strains and tensions and thus impair the 
freedom of design work. Any advantage 
gained by omitting examinations is lost, 
in practice, by the staff privilege of 
awarding grades which are not accurately 
related to the findings of the juries and 
the quality of the work submitted. This 
leads to undue attention being given to 
* pleasing’ the staff and a consequent re- 
duction of individual freedom in design. 
In addition the grading system depends 


on a series of decisions, none of which 
is crucial in itself. The man in charge 
of a year will ‘ fight’ for his results and, 
if he is a person of strong character, the 
jury will often accept higher grades than 
they really agree with. 

In the United States there are about 
twenty schools which have facilities for 
work at the post-graduate level. These 
schools are usually of high calibre in 
regard to both staff and students. The 
scope of this article does not permit a 
more detailed examination of policy or 
method. 


A Complex Problem 


In conclusion it is worth recalling that 
architectural education provides a most 
complex problem at the university level. 
It covers aspects of aesthetics, fine arts, 
history, engineering, science and crafts- 
manship, and requires the development 
of considerable personal talents and 
skills. To these the Americans have added 
the study of a wide range of elective sub- 
jects. Now it is clear that to plan the 
work in all these fields, for lecture 


News from the RIBA 


Sir William Holford Nominated for Presidency 


THE COUNCIL of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, meeting on April 5, 
* agreed with acclamation ' to the nomina- 
tion of Professor Sir William Holford, 
FRIBA, for the Presidency. This was 
made known at the Press conference held 
on April 6, presided over by the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Basil Spence. 

The following 20 Council nominations 
were also agreed. The first four names, 
which are included in the 20, were sug- 
gested by the Allied Societies’ Presidents 
and were automatically included. The 
nominations accepted are: 

Peter B. Dunham (F); A. G. Sheppard 
Fidler (F); Norman H. Fowler (F); J. H. 
Napper (F); The Hon. Lionel Brett (F); 
Kenneth J. Campbell (A); Bernard H. 
Cox (L); A. G. Derbyshire (A); Miss Jane

Fry (F); W. D. Lacey (A); H. J. Whitfield 
Lewis (F); Tom Mellor (A); Stanley

Other points arising from the Press 
conference were: 

RIBA/|‘Ideal Home’ Small House 
Designs Competition—This matter, said 
MR. SPENCE, had come up on the minutes 
of the previous meeting of the Council. 
Considerable feeling had been aroused 
among some members as there was 
evidence that builders were ‘ cashing in’ 
on the designs, and were charging con- 
siderable extra sums for houses built to 
the winning designs. Indignation was 
expressed that the extra value created by 
the excellence of the designs was all going 
as additional profit to the builders, which 
was not the intention of the competition. 
The President also indicated that the next 
competition along these lines would deal 
with really low-cost housing. 

Competition by Tender.—This matter 


is to be further considered by a special 
committee of representatives from the 
Competitions Committee, the Practice 
Committee and the Design and Planning 
Committee as a matter of urgency. 

Town Planning Joint Examination 
Board.—The Council agreed with a sug- 
gestion contained in a letter from the 
Secretary of the Board that the Board 
should now be dissolved. This pointed 
out that the Board’s original purpose was 
to secure a uniform standard of qualifica- 
tion for all those practising any branch of 
planning, but that whilst the Board had 
served a most useful purpose over a long 
period of years there was now apparently 
no advantage in its continuance. 

MR. SPENCE commented that this was 
not to be taken that the RIBA had lost 
interest in planning. Quite the reverse: 
their interest in planning was in fact on 
the increase, and the Board of Architec- 
tural Education was to reconsider the 
question of training for planning. 

Bronze Medal Award.—The Council 
formally approved the award of the 
Manchester Society of Architects’ Bronze 
Medal Award for a Crematorium at 
Blackley by Leonard C. Howitt, City 
Architect, Manchester. 

Ceylon Institute of Architects.—The 
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courses alone, presents a major problem 
in educational policy and organisation. 
But in an architectural course, where lec- 
tures must be given and then related to 
a series of designs carried out by 
individual students, the problem becomes 
extraordinarily complex. It is not enough 
to have worthwhile aims and interesting 
ideas; these must be translated in terms 
of school policy and teaching method. It 
is here that the American schools fail. 
Much of the work that they produce is 
of real interest but, compared with 
schools in Europe, it is patchy and often 
superficial. 

American university students have 
been their own severest critics. They 
accuse themselves of being materialistic, 
of playing for safety, of being immature 
and the rest of the world has been in- 
clined to take them at this, their own 
valuation. They are, in fact, very nice 
people to work with, friendly, 
independent, well-mannered and good 
fun. From people of their calibre 
America will always be able to draw a 
number of very fine architects. 


Institute, which was formed in Septem- 
ber, 1957, has applied for alliance. The 
Institute has 27 members, of whom 26 
are members of the RIBA.

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Recent Work of Pier Nervi 
Royal Gold Medallist, 1960 


PROFESSOR DOTT. ING. PIER LUIGI NERVI has worked all 
his life as an engineer-designer in reinforced concrete. Pro- 
fessor Nervi was born at Sondrio, a small town in the North 
Italian Alps, in 1891, and graduated as an engineer from 
Bologna University in 1913. He had already, at that early 
date, when the material was still comparatively novel, decided 
on the use of concrete for his life’s work, and his first employ- 
ment was with a firm of concrete contractors. Apart from 
war service with the Engineers he stayed with them as chief 
engineer and designer until 1923, after which he set up 
his own contracting business, in conformity with his theory 
that it is only by being responsible for the actual construc- 
tion that a designer can get the maximum out of his material. 

He developed the material which he calls ‘ ferro-cemento,’ 
in which the reinforcement is layers of thin wire mesh, im- 
pregnated and coated with high quality cement mortar, which 
gives remarkably thin, tough, resilient sections capable of 
very fine finish. (He used this material for making a couple 
of yachts for himself). The two Sports Palaces in Rome built 
for the 1960 Olympics show a return to the ferro-cemento 
construction: both the Palazetto and the Palazzo have vast 
fan-like roofs, carried, in the Palazzo, on beautiful twisted- 
section columns.

THE NEW DINING HALL is surrounded 
on three sides by existing college 
buildings and the fourth side fronts 
on to Woodstock-road, Oxford, which 
is a fairly important main road. The 
location of the kitchens was there- 
fore a difficult problem and a choice 
had to be made between the north 
or west side of the site because of 
further limiting factors. However 
the north facade forms a little group 
with the earlier Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott building at the main approach 
to the College and here again the 
kitchens on this facade would have 
been most unsuitable. The result is 
that the kitchens have been placed 
on a very important elevation so far 
as the general public is concerned

but less so for the College. A vary- 
ing building line produced the 
serpentine formation of the kitchen 
boundary wall. 


The Hall had to be designed for 
multi purpose usage. Other func- 
tions which had to be catered for 
included dances, lectures, concerts 
and meetings, and therefore the 
acoustics play an important part in 
the satisfactory use of the building, 
which contains 300 girls at the lunch- 
time sitting and therefore a low 
sound level was required, though 
an effect of ‘deadness’ was to be 
avoided. The desirable condition 
was produced by the combination of 
a relatively great floor to ceiling 
height and the use of sound 
absorbent packing to the panelling 
of the walls and ceilings. 


The college were anxious to adopt 
the High Table system and at the 
same time to use this space as a 
platform for plays or concerts. A 
feeling of intimacy was created by 
placing the first-floor room above 
the high table to reduce the height 
at this point. This room has four 
functions: as a room in which the 
Fellows congregate for dessert after 
dinner, a private dining room, a 
college meeting room, or as a gallery 
to the main hall by sliding back the 
dividing screens. 


The tables, arranged in banks of 
four 5 ft. tables, are finished to 
match the afrormosia panelling and 
have metal frames and legs.

A Bit of Vanished London 
The Strand in 1893 


A CORRESPONDENT WRITES: The photo- 
graph reproduced above, which I came 
across recently when clearing out an 
accumulation of oddments, is dated 1893 
and has some historical value since it 
shows what the Strand looked like before 
the laying out of Aldwych and Kingsway 
(opened by King Edward VII in 1905). On 
the extreme left, Catherine-street is 
shown debouching into the Strand with, 
very appropriately, a Hansom cab stand- 
ing at the kerbside. This spot can be 
located as the site of the recently 
demolished Gaiety Theatre, on which the 
new building for the English Electric Co., 
Ltd., is now nearing completion from the 
designs of Messrs. Adams, Holden and 
Pearson.

A Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of April 14, 1860

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Getting Rid of Clutter 
Advertising Industry’s Voluntary Code 


“I SUPPOSE ‘TIS EARLY in the revival of 
the arts to express one’s disgust at the 
daily increasing hideousness of the 
posters with which all our towns are 
daubed. Still I think we ought to be 
disgusted at such horrors. . . .’ So wrote 
William Morris in the year 1880. Eighty 
years after, the advertising industry, not 
without some ‘pressure,’ have got 
together and drawn up a Code of 
Practice* in an attempt to rid business 
premises of ‘ clutter.’ 

Clutter is defined as ‘displays of two 
or more advertisements on _ business 
premises which spoil local amenities 
because they are too many, too crowded, 
and are badly arranged.’ The code—a 
voluntary one—sets out the standards to 
be observed in erecting and maintaining 
on business premises all advertisements 
which can be put up without first getting 
planning consent which are normally: 1, 
business names (not illuminated); 2, non- 
illuminated advertisements relating to 
goods sold or services supplied on the 
premises up to a height of 15 feet. 

The code is in the nature of a guide 
to be adopted by individual users of 
advertisements or by trade associations 
having members using their business 
premises for advertising purposes. In 
short it indicates that: 

1. All advertisements and struc- 
tures thereto should be made of good 
materials, regularly maintained; if 
not, they should be removed. 

2. Advertisements in  forecourts 
should not be overcrowded, should 
be securely fixed or if free-standing, 
self-supporting, and in the latter case 
taken in when the business premises 
are closed. 

3. Advertisements on the walls of 
business premises should 

(a) be displayed in a tidy and neat 

way 

(b) not be too many 

(c) be placed to fit in with 

appearance of a building 

(d) be placed to fit in with each 

other 

(e) be adequately spaced from each 

other and be reasonably far 
from the edges of the display 
area.

Consultative Committee to be Set-up 


A Consultative Committee under the 
Advertising Association will be set up to 
keep the working of the code under re- 
view. Planning authorities will be in- 
formed of all who adopt the code. The 


suggested steps are briefly as follows: 

1. The immediate adoption of the 
whole code for all new advertisements 
to be erected on business premises. 
Advertisers doing this should review 
the construction and sizes of their 
advertisements and modify where 
necessary. 

2. Review existing premises and 
tidy up where necessary: this work 
should be completed as soon as pos- 
sible and the greatest progress 
should be made within two years. 
Representatives of tobacco, confec- 

tionery, newspapers, etc., will keep the 
consultative committee informed of pro- 
gress presumably because such advertis- 
ing interests are the most directly 
implicated. 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Brooke, in forwarding 
a copy of the code to Local Authorities 
(Circular 11/60 dated March 18, 1960) 
makes it clear that the code is voluntary 
and is without prejudice to the provisions 
of the 1947 Town and Country Planning 
Act and related regulations. Mr. Brooke 
thinks that the code should be given a 
fair trial for a reasonable period and 
hopes that it will produce useful results. 

It will be interesting to see whether 
the code will work. In essence it epito- 
mises the view of planning authorities 
generally and a great number of adver- 
tisers—particularly the large poster 
advertisers. Some five years ago 
Northumberland County Council 
adopted what was in many respects a 
similar code.

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Getting Rid of Clutter 
Advertising Industry’s Voluntary Code 


“| SUPPOSE ’TIS EARLY in the revival of 
the arts to express one’s disgust at the 
daily increasing hideousness of the 
posters with which all our towns are 
daubed. Still I think we ought to be 
disgusted at such horrors. . . .’ So wrote 
William Morris in the year 1880. Eighty 
years after, the advertising industry, not 
without some ‘pressure,’ have got 
together and drawn up a Code of 
Practice* in an attempt to rid business 
premises of ‘ clutter.’ 

Clutter is defined as ‘ displays of two 
or more advertisements on business 
premises which spoil local amenities 
because they are too many, too crowded, 
and are badly arranged.’ The code—a 
voluntary one—sets out the standards to 
be observed in erecting and maintaining 
on business premises all advertisements 
which can be put up without first getting 
planning consent which are normally: 1, 
business names (not illuminated); 2, non- 
illuminated advertisements relating to 
goods sold or services supplied on the 
premises up to a height of 15 feet. 

The code is in the nature of a guide 
to be adopted by individual users of 
advertisements or by trade associations 
having members using their business 
premises for advertising purposes. In 
short it indicates that: 

l. All advertisements and struc- 
tures thereto should be made of good 
materials, regularly maintained; if 
not, they should be removed. 

2. Advertisements in forecourts 
should not be overcrowded, should 
be securely fixed or if free-standing, 
self-supporting, and in the latter case 
taken in when the business premises 
are closed. 

3. Advertisements on the walls of 
business premises should 

(a) be displayed in a tidy and neat 

way 

(b) not be too many 

(c) be placed to fit in with the 

appearance of a building 

(d) be placed to fit in with each 

other 

(e) be adequately spaced from each 

other and be reasonably far 
from the edges of the display 
area, 


Consultative Committee to be Set-up 


A Consultative Committee under the 
Advertising Association will be set up to 
keep the working of the code under re- 
view. Planning authorities will be in- 
formed of all who adopt the code. The 


suggested steps are briefly as follows: 

1. The immediate adoption of the 
whole code for all new advertisements 
to be erected on business premises. 
Advertisers doing this should review 
the construction and sizes of their 
advertisements and modify where 
necessary. 

2. Review existing premises and 
tidy up where necessary: this work 
should be completed as soon as pos- 
sible and the greatest progress 
should be made within two years. 

Representatives of tobacco, confec- 
tionery, newspapers, etc., will keep the 
consultative committee informed of pro- 
gress presumably because such advertis- 
ing interests are the most directly 
implicated. 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Brooke, in forwarding 
a copy of the code to Local Authorities 
(Circular 11/60 dated March 18, 1960) 
makes it clear that the code is voluntary 
and is without prejudice to the provisions 
of the 1947 Town and Country Planning 
Act and related regulations. Mr. Brooke 
thinks that the code should be given a 
fair trial for a reasonable period and 
hopes that it will produce useful results. 

It will be interesting to see whether 
the code will work. In essence it epito- 
mises the view of planning authorities 
generally and a great number of adver- 
tisers—particularly the large poster 
advertisers. Some five years ago 
Northumberland County Council 
adopted what was in many respects a 
similar code.

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ONE OF THE first duties of the architect, 
said SIR EDWARD MUIR, KCB, Permanent 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, was 
to unravel the tangled skein of his client’s 
wishes and get some order into his ideas. 
The architect should lead him to translate 
them into precise statements of numbers 
and areas of rooms, of factory or labora- 
tory space, of services required in every 
part of the building, and the relationship 
of one part of the building to another. 
All this required patience and the capa- 
city to persuade the client that time, 
and sometimes a lot of time, taken on 
these preliminaries, would save both 
time and money later. 

Sir Edward was speaking at the open- 
ing session of the second week-end Con- 
ference of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders, arranged by the Southern 
Counties Joint Consultative Committee 
and held at St. Edmund Hall, Oxford, 
from April 8 to 10. The chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. W. S. Jones, FIOB, pre- 
sided, and the representatives attending, 
limited to principals of firms, were 
nominated through the affiliated societies 
represented on the Southern Counties 
Consultative Committee. 

Following the inaugural dinner on 
Friday evening, SIR EDWARD MUIR 
addressed the conference, taking as his 
theme ‘ The client—what he needs and 
how he ought to behave.’ He reminded 
his audience that he was fully qualified 
to speak on the subject since for some 
32 years he had worked in the Secretariat 
of the Ministry of Works and was, there- 
fore, perhaps the most experienced client 
in the United Kingdom. 

‘The experienced architect,’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘must bully the 
client, if necessary, into a realisation that 
vague ideas must be translated into pre- 
cise statements of requirements before 
his plans can begin to take shape: and 
the architect who just goes ahead with 
what he thinks the client ought to need is 
not, repeat not, meeting his real needs. 
Next, and this is where the surveyor 
comes in, the client needs to know what 
his building is likely to cost—when his 
needs are translated into precise require- 
ments, when his architect has made his 
sketch plans, what the bill is to be. It 
is vital that his estimates shall not be 
too wide of the mark—in other words, 
that his surveyor knows his job. But if 
builders are to give the client what he 
needs at this stage, they too must have 
precise information as to layout, plans, 
methods of construction and services. 


Aesthetics and the Architect 


Sir Edward pointed out that clients 
had strong ideas about what a building 
should look like. Most architects had 
equally strong ideas about the aesthetics 
of their profession. Clients, on the whole, 
liked what they had been brought up 
with and from the architect’s point of 
view they tended to be out of date. This 


was no new problem, though perhaps it 
was more acute today than at some times 
in the past because the revolution we had 
seen in methods of construction had 
carried with it a revolution in aesthetics. 
The speaker felt bound to say that the 
client had to have the last word, though 
if the architect could educate him in 
matters of taste, that was all to the good. 
If the architect and the surveyor con- 
trived to meet the client’s needs, then 
the builder’s task should be straightfor- 
ward enough. What the client needed 
of him was a firm tender, first-class work- 
manship, completion to time, and no 
claims. 

Turning to the second point in his dis- 
cussion, Sir Edward said that only the 
client who behaved properly would get 
what he really needed. The first and 
vital element in good behaviour on a 
client’s part was that he should know- 
or should allow himself to be brought to 
realise—not in broad outline, but in very 
considerable detail, what he really wanted 
before ever the planning of his building 
started. The second was that he should 
know what he was prepared to spend on 
his building and be prepared to adjust his 
requirements to his finance before the 
contractor started on the site. 

The third was that, having chosen his 
architect, he should not be too insistent 
in imposing his own aesthetic ideas on 
that architect. Finally, he should not 
change his mind once building had begun 
and, of course, he should be ready to pay 
promptly on his architect's certificates. 


* Organisation Within the Industry ’ 


At Saturday morning’s session MR. E. D. 
JEFFERISS MATHEWS, OBE, FRIBA, addressed 
the conference on ‘ Organisation within 
the Building Industry.’ The chair was 
taken by Mr. P. H. P. Lovell, FIOB. 

Mr. Mathews defined organisation as 
a means of fulfilling the purpose of the 
design and erection of buildings. ‘ Fami- 
liarity with the subject,’ he said, ‘ makes it 
necessary to re-examine first principles 
so that we can see where improvements 
can be made.’ The speaker divided the 
process of building into three distinct 
phases of operation: (i) design—the 
proper efficient arrangement, economic- 
ally and aesthetically, of the accommoda- 
tion requirement; (ii) the determination 
of the cost which will be incurred; (iii) 
the erection of the building. 

‘The responsibilities for these phases,’ 
he said, ‘also fall reasonably accurately 
into the present arrangement of principals 
in the industry—architect, quantity sur- 
veyor and builder. But here lies the 
first danger and the cause of initial trouble 
leading to uneconomic building. The 
dangers which the old simple division of 
responsibilities can lead today, with the 
complexity. of any building operation, 
are: 

(i) The isolation of the various par- 
ties from one another so that there are 
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misunderstandings and the absence of 
the essential sense of collaboration. 

(ii) The placing of the architect in 
the impossible réle of a “ know all” in 
a complex production process which 
today it is impossible for one single 
person to be completely knowledgeable. 

(iii) Theoretical methods of pricing 
leading to a similar theoretical assess- 
ment of actual alleged cost, instead of 
a practical assessment which can lead 
to a realistic cost. 

(iv) Forcing the builder to build 
uneconomically because he has not 
been given the opportunity to express 
his views as the expert on construc- 
tion and erection. 


The First Aim 


“Improvements in collaboration and a 
re-assessment of responsibilities,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘ must be our first aim in seeking 
the economy and efficiency of building. 
The problems which these pose, and for 
which solutions must be found, are: 

(i) A clearer definition of responsi- 
bilities and a limiting of some respon- 
sibilities. 

(ii) Ways and means of close col- 
laboration at all stages of the process. 

(iii) Adequate time for preparation 
for the erection. 

‘Within the industry we know fairly 
clearly how these can be achieved, but 
we have so far failed to make the build- 
ing public aware that the old procedure 
is not now efficient. We are consequently 
hamstrung from the start. The industry 
should make a concerted campaign on the 
building public. 

‘The architect (with his engineer col- 
laborators) must obviously have entire re- 
sponsibility for design—the interpreta- 
tion of the accommodation requirement 
into special form. As this is the crea- 
tion of the building it places him, in my 
opinion, in the position of leadership for 
the whole building process, but, as in 
military operations, the requirements for 
leadership do not need—nor should they 
embody—detailed knowledge of the 
whole complex process. Leadership 
primarily is the proper use and co-ordina- 
tion of the resources at the disposal. of 
the leader. We must remove from the 
responsibility of the architect the expert 
knowledge necessary for the right erec- 
tion of the building. This is the builder’s 
job. It is the division of responsibility 
between architect and builder which 
needs revision to avoid the inefficiency 
of the architect attempting to be the 
“super-man.” The need to decide long 
before a builder is appointed on the way 
the building is actually to be erected is 
not the right rdle of the architect.’ 

The attributes which an architect's 
training, character and experience should 
provide were: (i) the ability to interpret 
accommodation requirement into struc- 
tural form should automatically provide, 
and be inseparable from, good architec- 
tural composition; practicability of design 
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and aesthetics were one, not two ele- 
ments; (ii) a willingness to collaborate 
with engineer and builder to enable the 
design to be interpreted into an efficient 
and economical! structure which was easy 
to build—a greater awareness of the 
science and techniques of building than 
was at present given to him in his train- 
ing; (iii) a sense, and some knowledge, of 
economics; and (iv) the ability to 
administer and organise—an_ essential 
attribute of the leader. 


The Quantity Surveyor’s Part 

‘The quantity surveyor must,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Mathews, ‘ primarily be an 
adviser on cost. In a properly constituted 
building organisation this service should 
be both to the building owner—through 
the architect—and the builder. His role 
of “accountant” is secondary although 
essential. Today he has become too 
aloof from the practical cost of building 
and it is my opinion that this aloofness 
increases cost. The Standard Method of 
Measurement—as a “bible” and text- 
book—should be burnt! It is as difficult 
for the quantity surveyor to price realis- 
tically so long as he is remote from the 
builder, as it is difficult for the architect 
to arrive at the right structural form. 

‘The builder—as the expert in the 
methods of erection—should be given the 
opportunity to say how the building 
should be built, how the design should 
be developed to provide an efficient and 
economical erection process. Our 
system today seldom allows this through 
the too late introduction of the builder 
into the pre-building process and so 
causes both the architect to attempt the 
réle which should be the builder’s, and 
the quantity surveyor to rely on theory 
and not practice in assessing the method 
of costing. 

‘But also a greater responsibility should 
fall on the builder. There are only two 
principal parties to the building contract 
—as to the purchase of any commodity 
the building owner and the contractor. 
Given the right conditions for the proper 
erection of the building the builder 
should be wholly responsible to the build- 
ing owner for quality and the right cost 
and so remove from the architect the 
réle of “ policeman ” in a sphere which he 
is not competent to “ police,” and from 
the quantity surveyor the method of 
assessing cost on a theoretical basis.’ 

The speaker thought that the means to 
achieve this proper organisation must be 
the elimination of competitive tendering 
as we knew it today. Architect (with 
engineers). quantity surveyor and builder 
should be so appointed that they could 
work together from the start of the whole 
process. To do so the building public 
had to be told — and by proof made 
aware—that it was the right economicai 
process for building. 

Mr. Mathews thought that steps 
toward the achievement of this could be 
made by a change in the method of train- 
ing architects; an increase in the status 
and proof of integrity of the builder; and 
the education of the building public that 
there was ‘a right economic cost’ for 
every building and that this was not 
achieved by ‘bargaining’ nor by price 
cutting—in other words it was seldom 





achieved through the method of compe- 
titive tendering, subject as it was to 
whims and factors unrelated to the 
proper cost. 

Finally, there was, he said, the neces- 
sity for sufficient pre-building time. To 
preach this ‘ gospel’ to the building pub- 
lic was perhaps the most important single 
step towards proper building organisation 
and the achievement of the right econo- 
mic cost. 

Mr. Mathews pointed to three factors 
where he considered builders in general 
to fail. These were: (i) in their ordering 
organisation and the proper ‘ chasing’ ot 
suppliers and insistence on the right 
quality of materials ordered; (ii) in the 
administration of sub-contractors; and 
(iii) in unrealistic programming with 


which he related insufficient appreciation 
of probable effects of weather. 

The early appointment of a builder, 
the speaker concluded, was the way to 
achieve the early collaboration which was 
the key to better organisation. 


Discussion 


Opening the discussion MR. G. D. 
WALFORD, FRICS, Said that in the old days 
the architect was very much a construc- 
tor as well as a designer. That the archi- 
tect should lead the building team was 
now difficult to understand. He felt 
strongly in favour of simplifying the bill 
of quantities but this could not be done, 
he said, unless full working drawings were 
provided at an early stage. In the matter 
of early collaboration Mr. Walford 
wondered whether the builder had a team 
which was capable of offering very much 
at the design stage. 

MR. R. BRAYBON, MBE, FIOB, thought that 
the integrity of the builder was a major 
stumbling block. He ought to improve 
his public relations, destroy the present 
attitude and help them to understand the 
question of the right economic cost. 

MR. MATHEWS agreed and added that 
architects must also teach the client 
what exactly was involved from the pre- 
paration of working drawings to the com- 
mencement of building operations. 

MR. R. WHITTINGTON, FIOB, was con- 
cerned about the greater use of nominated 
sub-contractors since the war. He said it 
was the architect’s responsibility to see 
that as much work as possible was carried 
out by the general contractor. The mass 
of sub-contractors were no doubt well 
controlled but there was always the diffi- 
culty of their integration by the builder 
who was committed to a schedule. 

MR. MATHEWS agreed that architects 
should reduce nominated sub-contractors 
but thought that the present situation 
was probably transitional. 

MR. R. COOKSEY, FRIBA, asked what would 
happen about abandoned works and the 
question of payment to builders for work 
done. He thought that the architect 
should explain this point to his client. 

MR. MATHEWS said that he proposed no 
alteration to the architect’s role of quasi- 
arbitrator. He spoke of tendering on a 
fixed fee with some form of negotiation 
and added that time should be a decisive 
factor. Time was money to the client. 

MR. F. J. GUY, ARIBA, was convinced 
that the architect should understand the 
assembly of building. It was inconceiv- 
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able that conception should be separated 
from assembly on site. 

MR. MATHEWS Said that it was a question 
of co-ordination; an architect required a 
knowledge of all things, not necessarily 
expertise. 


Management and Organisation 


At the afternoon session, chaired by 
Mr. A. Burnand, FRICS, a brilliant 
academic treatise on ‘Contract Manage- 
ment and Organisation’ was submitted 
by MR. T. V. PROSSER, FIOB. In it he 
detailed, stage by stage, the methods and 
techniques that ideally should be used 
from the pre-contract or tendering stage 
to settlement of the final account. His 
suggestions included a complete specifi- 
cation of materials, quality of workman- 
ship and soil research data; a fully anno- 
tated bill of quantities; full sets of 4th 
scale drawings and full size details. All 
these to be provided at tendering stage. 

Mr. Prosser then went on to detail the 
duties and requirements of the builder’s 
own team, enumerating their functions 
and the extent of their responsibilities. 
Pre-planning, the integration of nomi- 
nated sub-contractors, plant require- 
ments, materials delivery and _ labour 
force arrangements were all fully and 
succinctly explained. The speaker 
advocated regular consultations with 
specialists and sub-contractors, but 
thought that site meetings involving the 
attendance of the architect were un- 
necessary. 

The subsequent discussion, which was 
led by Mr. F. Greenwood, FRIBA, and 
Mr. J. B. Ratcliffe, a builder, was to some 
extent a re-appraisal. All present seemed 
agreed that Mr. Prosser had said every- 
thing there was to say on the subject. 


Joint Education 


MR. ERIC L. BIRD, MBE, MC, ARIBA, sub- 
mitted the final paper of the conference; 
Mr. R. Duncan Scott, FRIBA, was in the 
chair. The principal questions posed by 
the speaker whose subject was ‘ Joint 
Education and Training for and within 
the Building Industry,’ were: The desira- 
bility of combined elementary training 
and how far it should go; what subjects 
should be taught in this combined train- 
ing; how the present teaching and 
examination systems could be altered to 
fit into this combined training; facilities 
for the part-time student; short post- 
graduate courses and whether they were 
desirable; and finally how they should be 
organised and where. 

One of the suggestions put forward in 
the subsequent discussion was that there 
should be an administrative staff college 
for training at high level. Such a college, 
it was suggested, could be designed on 
the lines of the York Institute of 
Advanced Architectural Studies. It was 
also suggested that it should be financed 
or at least subsidised by the government. 
The discussion leaders on this occasion 
were Mr. Peter Johnson. FRICS, and Mr. 
R. W. Whittington, FIOB. 

After lunch on the final day MR. PETER 
CORSAR, JP, FRIBA, summed-up the week- 
end proceedings. He epitomised the 
earnest sincerity and spontaneous 
humour that made this conference a suc- 
cessful and notable occasion.

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Professional Negligence 


The Duties of a Surveyor Defined in Paper to RICS 


‘IF MORE ATTENTION were paid to the 
wording of reports, many actions for pro- 
fessional negligence would be avoided,’ 
said MR. C. A. MARTIN FRENCH, FRICS, FAI, 
in the course of a paper on this subject 
which he read at a meeting of the RICS 
on Monday, April 4. We take the follow- 
ing extracts from the address: 

What is negligence ? This depends on 
the facts with which one has to deal. In 
Blyth v. Birmingham Waterworks Com- 
pany (1856), 11 Exch. 781, at page 784, 
Baron Alderson said: * Negligence is the 
omission to do something which a reason- 
able man guided upon the considerations 
which ordinarily regulate the conduct of 
human affairs would do, or doing some- 
thing which a prudent and reasonable 
man would not do.’ 

It is the duty of the court, if necessary, 
to define what is the standard of care re- 
quired. This standard is founded on a 
consideration of the care which would be 
observed by a prudent and reasonable 
man. 

‘The practice of a profession, from its 
nature, demands some _ special skill, 
ability or experience, and carries with it 
a duty to exercise, to a reasonable extent, 
the amount of skill, ability, and experi- 
ence which it demands. If a person so 
practising fails to possess that amount of 
skill and experience which is usual in his 
profession, or if he neglects to use the 
skill and experience which he possesses 
or the necessary degree of care demanded 
or professed, he will usually be liable for 
breach of contractual duty’ (per Hals- 
bury’s ‘ Laws of England,’ Third Edition, 
Volume 28 on Negligence at page 19). 


Duty of a Surveyor 


The extent of the duty is honestly and 
diligently to use that care and skill which 
would be used at the time by other com- 
petent persons in the same profession. A 
surveyor will not, however, generally be 
held liable for injury resulting from a 
mere error of judgment on a difficult 
point. If the surveyor is acting in accord- 
ance with the practice accepted as proper 
by a responsible body of surveyors 
skilled in that particular art, he is not 
negligent, merely because there is a body 
of such opinion that takes a contrary 
view. 

A person should not, however, under- 
take to do work of skill, unless he be 
fitted for it, and it is his duty to know 
whether or not he is so fitted. The sur- 
veyor whose practice is mainly profes- 
sional work is selling his knowledge and 
experience—nothing else. He is not like 
the estate agent who has a client’s pro- 
perty to sell or let. 

In professional work, one must decide 
whether one is competent to advise in a 
particular manner. If one has not the 
skill or knowledge to carry out the work, 
then it is the surveyor’s clear duty to 
refuse the work. There is a duty both 
to the client and the profession. 

It often happens that work is accepted 
in good faith. Certain difficulties may 


arise during the progress of the work, 
the solutions of which are beyond one’s 
own capacity. In my opinion, there is 
no disgrace in not knowing the answer to 
a particular problem. It is the duty of 
the surveyor to decide whether the client 
should be advised to take a second 
opinion. Alternatively, a second opinion 
can be sought from a professional col- 
league and his fee met from one’s own 
fees. 


Claims made by clients against a sur- 
veyor arise in two ways. 1. The Direct 
Claim—where the client alleges that the 
surveyor has been negligent in his 
advice; 2. The Indirect Claim—where the 
client is being sued by the surveyor for 
his fees, and alleges in his defence that 
the surveyor has been negligent in his 
advice and counterciaims for damages. 

The surveyor should in no circum- 
stances deal with the solicitor’s letter 
which he received nor communicate with 
his client. He should consult his own 
solicitor who will advise what to do. The 
insurer’s solicitors should never be per- 
mitted to act for the surveyor. 

Secondly, if one is insured one’s solici- 
tor should be asked to give immediate 
notice to the insurers under the terms 
of the policy. 

It is not sufficiently realised by the 
profession that a client, in starting an 
action for professional negligence, must 
rely on the written report of the surveyor 
to prove his case. Remember the report 
will play a vital part in the action. It 
will be considered in every detail in open 
court by: 1. the Judge or Official Referee 
who may be trying the case; 2. the 
counsel acting for the parties; 3. the 
solicitors acting for the parties; and 4. 
the professional experts called to give 
evidence on behalf of the parties. 

All the gentlemen mentioned are fully 
conversant with the standard expected of 
a surveyor. It is fair to say that any 
experienced surveyor conversant witb 
claims for professional negligence can 
easily assess the real value of a report 
and determine whether the surveyor has 
acted in accordance with standards 
accepted by our profession. It is my 
opinion that, if more attention were paid 
to the wording of reports, many actions 
for professional negligence would be 
avoided. 

Having referred to a number of 
instances of defective report writing the 
lecturer concluded as follows: 


Attitude of the Client 


It is true to say that the greatest worry 
in the profession today is the fear of 
an action for professional negligence in 
respect of a structural and sanitary sur- 
vey carried out on behalf of a client. I 
think it only right and proper that one 
should try to see the matter through the 
eyes of a client. The purchase or leasing 
of a house is a matter of great impor- 
tance to him. Why does a client seek to 
obtain a surveyor’s report? He wishes 


to be assured that the project he is em- 
barking upon is prudent and that he is 
not making a foolish bargain. A first- 
class report will confirm: 1. whether the 
project is sound, and that there are no 
unusual financial risks involved; 2. cer- 
tain defects may be disclosed as a result 
of the survey, so that the client can then 
ask the vendor for a monetary allowance 
to be made in respect of the defects dis- 
closed—if the suggested allowance is not 
sufficient, the client can then withdraw 
from his bargain if he so wishes; 3. that 
the project is a bad one, and the client 
would be ill-advised to proceed. 

If the client is correctly advised, he is 
then in a position to decide what course 
of action he wishes to take. A first-class 
report discloses to him, in detail, the 
financial responsibilities which he must 
bear if he decides to proceed with his 
project. One can well understand a 
client’s annoyance if the report fails to 
disclose defects which are material, 
especially if he has concluded his bar- 
gain in the light of the report. The 
tragedy is that the client is now com- 
mitted and must, in the circumstances, 
face up to the unknown financial liabili- 
ties which may be considerable, and often 
beyond his financial resources. 


A Matter of Conscience 


The late T. W. Wheeler,. QC, in his 
paper entitled ‘ Legal liability for Profes- 
sional Opinion’ read at the Ordinary 
General Meeting of the Surveyors’ Insti- 
tution on February 21, 1898, concluded 
with this very wise advice, which is still 
as true today as it was in 1898. He said: 
‘ Failure of duty, negligence, or ignorance 
rightly makes surveyors liable to those 
who retain them. This ignorance may 
spring from two principal sources—want 
of actual knowledge or want of experi- 
ence.’ 

I confess my own view is that, whether 
it be in a report on the value of property 
made for a client, whether for the purpose 
of purchase or mortgage, or in the evi- 
dence which he may give in contested or 
litigated cases, and still more when his 
skill or experience is sought to prove 
the negligence or ignorance of his brother 
surveyor, the difficulties of expert evi- 
dence grow and do not diminish and what 
might have been sufficient professional 
knowledge years ago could not for a 
moment be deemed sufficient or efficient 
now. These circumstances throw upon 
one the burden of increasing responsi- 
bility. I have been asked by a very emi- 
nent member of our profession if I can 
define the word ‘negligence’ or ‘ want 
of skill’ or clothe it in the shape of some 
legal definition: I have replied ‘ No, I 
cannot.’ The true answer is to be found 
in that which no solicitor can suggest or 
counsel advise—for conscience will tell 
you how and why you have failed and 
this will seldom be if you count your- 
selves as you should, ‘ Debtors to your 
profession,’ and keep, as it is your duty 
to keep, the sternest faith with yourselves. 





The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Development near 
St. Martins 


BEAUTIFUL DESIGN could not be created 
by Government will or decree com- 
mented SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, on March 29 when 
he was questioned about the development 
proposals for the site adjacent to Wil- 
liam IV-street and St. Martin-in-the- 
Fields Church. 

Sir Keith told Mr. K. Robinson that 
the LCC, as planning authority, granted 
permission for this development in 
March, 1959, after consulting the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. The Commission 
recommended that the height should be 
reduced by one storey, but the LCC con- 
sidered that this would have an adverse 
effect on the proportions of the building. 

MR. ROBINSON: ‘ Does not the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary agree that the pub- 
lished sketch plans of this building sug- 
gest that while it is not, perhaps, in the 
Café Monico category, it will be a build- 
ing of little or no distinction, and totally 
unworthy to stand beside its uniquely 
beautiful neighbour? Cannot __—itthe 
Minister use his powers to get something 
a little better on this very important site?’ 

SIR K. JOSEPH said these were matters 
of judgment and the LCC were not with- 
out their own architectural advisers. 


The US Embassy Eagle 


MR. MARCUS LIPTON asked when plan- 
ning consent was given to the erection of 
an aluminium eagle with a wing-span of 
35 ft. on the American Embassy Building 
in Grosvenor-square, London. 

SIR K. JOSEPH: ‘The design approved 
by the LCC included a large cartouche on 
the facade. It is now proposed to sub- 
stitute an aluminium eagle. The planning 
authority is being consulted.’ 


The Hospital Building 
Programme 

TOTAL estimated expenditure of 
£28,550,000 on new hospital buildings, 
conversions, furniture and equipment is 
detailed in the 1960-61 Civil Estimates 
for the National Health Service of Eng- 
land, Wales and Scotland, published on 
March 29. This represents an increase of 
£4,350 000 on the 1959-60 figure. 

In England, Regional Hospital Boards 
are expected to get advances for capital 
projects of £19,200,000, compared with 
£15,922,500 in 1959, with a further £4.5m. 
to teaching hospitals, compared with 
£3,570,000 in 1959-60. In Wales 
£1,700,000 is set down for projects com- 
pared with £1,655,000 in 1959-60 and a 
further £100,000 to teaching hospitals, 
compared with £85,000 in the previous 
year. In Scotland the comparable figure 
is £3,050,000 (£2,967,500 in 1959-60). 

The estimates list 64 projects in 
England, each estimate to cost £100,000 
or more (including fees and equipment) 
on which work began before December 
31, 1959. Their estimated total cost is 
£34,976,476, the probable expenditure to 
March 31, 1960, is put at £9,293,311, and 


MPs are asked to vote a_ further 
£7,536,623 towards their completion. 

These votes include: 

£140,000 towards the department of neuro- 
surgery, Newcastle General Hospital (esti- 
mated total cost £534,600); £301,500 towards 
Stage II, new hospital at Hensingham, West

towards the extension to the Royal Marsden 
Hospital, The Downs Hospital, Sutton 
(£800,000, including £200,000 from _ other 
sources, equipment costs not known), 

There are 91 projects listed on which 
work was not commenced at December 
31, 1959. It is stated that the estimates 
for these, made by hospital authorities, 
are in many cases necessarily tentative. 
The planning of all the schemes is pro- 
ceeding and a selection will be made for 
starting during the year. In 53 of the 
projects various comparatively small sums 
are given as the probable expenditure to 
March 31, 1960, leaving 38 in which there 
is no expenditure to March 31, 1960. 
Here are the details, the first figure being 
total estimated cost, the second probable 
expenditure to March 31, 1960, and the 
third the estimated expenditure in 1960- 
61:

ment, Stage II, £475,000, nil, £60,000; Whit- 
church Hospital, Cardiff, radiotherapy centre, 
linear accelerator, £176,000, nil, £20,000.

The estimated expenditure by regional

and by the boards of governors of teach- 
ing hospitals at £1,643,000. 


The National Health Service estimates 
for Scotland list 17 schemes (total esti- 
mated cost £6,835,400) in progress at 
December 1, 1959, and Parliament is 
being asked to vote £1,206,400 towards 
them. Eight proposed works not com- 
menced at December 1, 1959, are given. 
Their total estimated cost is £2,602,000 ; 
only £69,000 is the probable expenditure 
to March 31, 1960, and a vote of £346,000 
is sought for the 1960-61 financial year. 
The eight projects are: 

Victoria Infirmary, Glasgow, out-patient 
department (£320,000); extension to Royal 
Edinburgh Mental Hospital (£601,000); exten- 
sion to Mackinnon Memorial Hospital, 
Boardford, Isle of Skye (£157,000); new hos- 
pital, Fort William (£262,000); extension at 
Randolph Wemyss Memorial Hospital, Buck- 
haven (£128,000); maternity unit at Yorkhill 
Hospital (£880,000); theatres and X-ray 
department, Royal Hospital for Sick 
Children, Glasgow (£130,000); and maternity 
unit, Belvidere Hospital, Glasgow (£124,000). 
£15,000 is wanted for preliminary .expendi- 
ture on other schemes, £1,505,000 for works 
estimated to cost less than £100,000 (includ- 
ing fees and equipment) and £300,000 for 
supplementary plant renewal schemes. Main- 
tenance of buildings, plant and grounds is 
fixed at £1,100,000. 


Comparison of Expenditure 


MR. WILLIAM SHEPHERD asked the 
Minister of Health on April 4 if he would 
state the estimated value of new hospital 
building in the years 1935-39 and 1954-58 
expressed in 1935-39 prices; and if he 
would express both the figures as a per- 
centage of the national income. 

MR. WALKER-SMITH wrote: ‘ The figures 
available for 1935-39 do not permit of 
accurate computation and comparison 
but the best estimates that can be made 
suggest that hospital capital expenditure 
for the four corresponding financial years 
was of the order of £32m., or about 0.17 
per cent of the national income at the 
time. The most nearly comparable 
figures for 1954-55 to 1957-58 are of the 
order of £57m. and are estimated at 
about £16m. at the prices ruling in the 
earlier period and about 0.09 per cent 
respectively.’ 


£73m. for Housing 


A NET ESTIMATE of £73,588,970 for hous- 
ing in England and Wales is set out in the 
Civil Estimates for Housing and Local 
Government, 1960-61, published on 
March 29. This represents an increase of 
£972,300 on 1959-60. Housing in Scot- 
land is estimated at £18,929,580, an 
increase of £1,108,280. Exchequer grants 
to local authorities in England and Wales 
are estimated at £535,275,000, a rise of 
£79,245,000, with another £69,541,000 for 
Scotland, a rise of £13,873,000. 

The estimate of £15,523,973 for the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment includes £796,000 for coast protec- 
tion, an increase of £59,200; £9,022,640 
for planning and development, a decrease 
of £3,917,020; and £1,744,000 for water 
supply and sewerage, an increase of 
£247,000. Most of the drop in planning 
is accounted for by lower estimated pay- 
ments under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1954. The estimate for 1960-61 
is £3,291,000—£3,895,000 less than in 
1959-60. 

In the Housing, England and Wales, 
estimates, a total of £64,689,620 is allo- 
cated for various grants for permanent 
housing; £6,647,390 for temporary hous- 
ing and £4,117,000 for emergency housing. 
£4,000 is to be granted to local authorities 
and other bodies towards the cost of 
experimental work on the cure of corro- 
sion in certain new-tradition dwellings in 
England. 


The Offices Bill 


A PRIVATE member’s measure, the Offices 
Bill, completed its passage through the 
House of Commons on April 1 and 
received its formal first reading in the 
House of Lords on April 4. MR. DENNIS 
VOSPER, Under Secretary, Home Office, 
explained that four changes had been 
made in the Bill during its passage.

There was substance in the 
argument and possibly other enforcement 
provisions should be made in accordance 
with similar provisions in factory legisla- 
tion. 


Roads Improvement 
Bill 

ON APRIL 11, the Commons debated the 
Road Traffic and Roads Improvement Bill, 
a measure giving, among other things, 
increased powers for the Minister of 
Transport to deal with traffic congestion 
in London, and also an extension of exist- 
ing powers to local authorities to provide 
parking places off the highway. 

The increased powers to the Minister 
appear designed to reduce ‘ red tape’ and 
enables swifter application of traffic 
engineering techniques wherever they are 
needed. Among the proposals for speed- 
ing administrative action is the suspen- 
sion for five years of the present obliga- 
tion on the Minister to consult the Lon- 
don and Home Counties Traffic Advisory 
Committee before making any regula- 
tions. 

The Bill gives the Minister power for 
five years to make grants for minor road 
improvements in London. At present he 
is debarred by law from making these 
grants on classified roads. The Minister 
may also authorise any urgent work of 
road improvement to be carried out in 
London even if it is not included in the 
six-monthly programme of road improve- 
ments which he is required to make for 
main roads in the London area. 

The Minister will be provided with 
power to do works of minor road im- 
provement in London where he is satis- 
fied that they are urgently needed and 
the highway authorities are not prepared 
to do them expeditiously. The Bill covers 
only those improvements which do not 
involve widening the highway and is to 
apply for five years. 

Under the Bill local authorities will get 
additional powers to provide off-street 
car parks. In particular it authorises 
them to provide car parks in buildings 
used also for other purposes, and to main- 
tain, equip and manage buildings accord- 
ingly. It widens their powers to let land 
on which a car park is to be provided, 
and allows them to provide facilities for 


the sale by some person of petrol and 
oil. The powers to allow composite 
development (buildings used for car 
parks and other purposes) have a life of 
five years and are subject to approval by 
the Ministry of Transport. 


The Budget Debates 


THE DEBATES on the Budget in the House 
of Commons throughout last week were 
notable for the disapproval and dis- 
appointment loudly voiced by some Con- 
servative MPs, notably an outspoken 
attack by MR. GERALD NABARRO. Not un- 
naturally the Opposition were quick to 
taunt the Chancellor, but MR. F. M. 
BENNETT, a Government back bencher, 
assured them that it was a gross perver- 
sion of the truth to suggest that the 
whole of the Conservative Party was 
hostile to the Budget and the Chancellor. 

The main Opposition attack was 
launched on April 6 by MR. HAROLD 
WILSON, the ‘Shadow Chancellor,’ who 
explained that the Opposition considered 
the Budget a social failure. Everyone 
knew the tragedy and hardship of over- 
crowding and of broken homes yet the 
Chancellor refused to restore the Govern- 
ment housing subsidies. It would cost no 
more than what he gave up in the reduced 
duty on port. 

On the economic side, the tragedy was 
that because of the neglect of investment 
our industrial base was still so inadequate 
that after only one year of expansion the 
Government had taken fright and begun 
to apply the brake. The tragedy was 
that the brake was being applied just as 
investment in manufacturing industry 
was beginning to recover. It was because 
the Government could find no means of 
restraining the City and because acquisi- 
tive interests in the City could not 
restrain themselves, that they had had 
to put the brake on the economy as a 
whole and productive industry, and 
urgently needed capital investment, had 
had to be sacrificed to an uncontrollable 
speculative boom. 

For those who owned land the capital 
profits were fantastic. More and more 
newly married couples in this property- 
owning democracy were being priced out 
of the market by land charges wh -n they 
wanted to build on the outskirts of large 
towns and cities. As for land in the 
centres of big cities, he was told that to 
build a 10-storey garage in Central Lon- 
don—knowing how expensive it was to 
build such a garage in Central London 
—cost less than the money which had to 
be laid out to acquire the site. 

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of 
the Board of Trade, said the prospects 
for 1960 and 1961 were clearly a further 
vigorous expansion of trade, business and 
prosperity. Consumption, investment and 
exports were all likely to expand. Educa- 
tion, roads and the financing of local 
employment were essential investments 
in the economy and necessary to put 
Britain in the position to earn in future 
the revenue and wealth they ought to 
earn. 

By the Local Employment Act and help 
for the expansion of the steel industry 
they were trying to tind ways and means 
of spreading our capacity. By and large 
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our resources would be fully employed in 
the expansion that would take place any- 
way without any further stimulus from 
the Exchequer. Therefore, any net tax 
reductions would create demand in 
excess of the available resources. It 
would be folly to cast away stability of 
prices by trying to push the expansion 
one degree too far. Surely the lesson 
must be that a restraining Budget was a 
small price to pay for stable prices and 
a strong balance of payments. 

He did not think that the Profits Tax 
would have any effect at all on the level 
of industrial investment which was at the 
moment buoyant, high and very en- 
couraging. He thought the level of 
industrial investmert would be deter- 
mined by the manufacturers’ prospects 
of selling their products and that they 
would be more certain of their future 
prospects when they saw a cautious and 
prudent Budget like that introduced by 
the Chancellor. 

MR. GERALD NABARRO wanted to see the 
whole Profits Tax abolished together 
with investment and initial allowances. 
The total cost of abolishing the tax would, 
he contended, be approximately offset bv 
the abolition of capital allowances to 
industry. He had always been sceptical 
of the value of initial and investment 
allowances. They were of dubious benefit 
except only to a small, impoverished and 
struggling firm, and in one or two special 
cases, such as shipping. He advocated 
more powerful control over Government 
expenditure. 

MR. ROBERT CARR, a former Parliament- 
ary Secretary to the Ministry of Labour, 
said he shared with other Government 
supporters a desire for economy, but he 
asked members to reflect on the kind of 
expenditure the Tory Party should now 
support. 

There were certain sections of expendi 
ture which could never be undertaken 
by individuals. The individual could 
never build hospitals, roads, homes for 
elderly people, schools and universities. 
To the extent that Government expendi- 
ture had risen in these sectors, they 
should welcome it.

J. DICKSON MABON asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, on April 7, 
following the recent conversations 
between the sponsors of the projected 
Clyde Graving Dock and the Develop- 
ment Areas Treasury Advisory Commit- 
tee, if he would make a statement of the 
Government’s intentions.

MR. H. HYND asked the Minister of 
Transport on April 6 to announce his 
plans for the use of Kingsway Tunnel. 

ERNEST MARPLES' wrote.— The 
London County Council propose to adapt 
the southern part of the tunnel as an 
underpass for light traffic between 
Waterloo Bridge and Kingsway. It is 
expected that the greatest advantage will 
be obtained by making the underpass 
one-way from south to north. I hope to 
include the scheme in the road pro- 
gramme at an early date.’ 


US Investment in the UK 


MR. ANTHONY BARBER, Economic Secre 
tary to the Treasury, wrote in reply to 
Mr. Kershaw on April 5.— According to 
information at present available net 
private long-term investment by the 
United States in the United Kingdom was 
about £75m. in 1959 and £60m. in 1958; 
the corresponding figures for Canada 
were £15m. and £10m. respectively. UK 
net private long-term investment in the 
US is estimated at £10m. in 1959 and 
£20m. in 1958, while such investment in 
Canada was about £30m. in each year.’ 


No Fylingdales Inquiry 


No arrangements are being made for a 
public inquiry at which objectors to the 
Fylingdales project can be heard. mr. 
GEORGE WARD, Secretary of State for Air, 
said in a written reply on April 6 that 
such an inquiry would mean disclosing 
the detailed criteria which determined the 
siting, and this would not be in the 
national interest. 

He added: ‘ The layout and appearance 
of the station have, however, been fully 
discussed with the planning and amenity 
bodies concerned, and agreement has been 
reached with the local planning authority 
on all major points.’ 

For the design of the ballistic missile 
early warning station on Fylingdales 
Moor, the Air Ministry are employing 
an eminent firm as main consultants, 
said MR. W. J. TAYLOR, Under Secretary 
of State for Air, when he replied to a 
debate on this station on March 25. He 
added that in turn, this firm would be 
employing a well-known landscape expert 
who would work closely with them and 
the Air Ministry from the first concep- 
tions of the development. The selection 
of the landscape consultant had been 
approved by the National Parks Commis- 
sion. 


Anti-Dazzle Screen on Ml 


MR. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of Trans- 
port, said on March 30 that the experi- 
mental length of anti-dazzle screening on 
Ml apparently gave satisfactory protec- 
tion from glare, but before he could de- 
cide whether screening must be extended 
he must consider other factors, including 
safety, amenity and cost. 


Survey of Historic Buildings 


MR. ROBERT COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
March 29 what steps had to be taken 
between the completion of the investiga- 
tor’s survey and the issue of a statutory 
list under Section 30 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1957: and whether 
he was satisfied with the rate at which 
lists were now being issued. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, wrote.— A provisional list based on 
the investigator’s report is sent to the 
local authority and to _ preservation 
societies, and their comments are con- 
sidered. The name and address of the 
owner and occupier of every building 
on the list has to be obtained and they 
are given an opportunity to make repre- 
sentations. Progress with this very large 
task is restricted by the need for 
economy in staff. There was a substan- 
tial increase in the number of lists issued 
in 1959 and the Minister hopes for a 
further improvement this year.’ 


Architects in the Housing Ministry 


COMMANDER DONALDSON asked the Mini- 
ster of Housing and Local Government 
on March 29 how many qualified archi- 
tects were employed on his staff who 
were unestablished and who had been so 
employed from 10 to 15 years; and if it 
was now his policy that they should be 
established. 

MR. BROOKE wrote.—— Five, all of whom 
in accordance with general Civil Service 
rules have had opportunities to compete 
for established posts.’ 


Decisions on Inquiries 


MR. FLETCHER-COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, on 
March 29, what was the average length 
of time elapsing between the hearing of 
planning and compulsory purchase in- 
quiries and his decisions thereon for the 
years 1957, 1958 and 1959, 

MR. BROOKE.—‘ For compulsory pur- 
chase orders confirmed in 1957, 1958 and 
1959, the average times were 12, 15 and 
16 weeks respectively. For planning 
appeals I regret that I cannot give a figure 
for 1957, but the average in 1958 was 11 
weeks and in 1959 10 weeks.’ 

MR. FLETCHER-COOKE asked the Minister 
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to devise a system whereby developers got 
their answers a little earlier. MR. BROOK: 
said that with planning appeals they were 
cutting down the time even though they 
were having to deal with a rapidly rising 
number of them. Many compulsory pur- 
chase orders were slum clearance cases 
and these must be examined carefully to 
ensure justice to all concerned. 


Car Park Under Hyde Park 


SIR WAVELL WAKEFIELD asked the 
Minister of Works, on March 29, what 
progress he had made in his consuitations 
with the Minister of Transport about the 
provision of an underground car park in 
the north-east corner of Hyde Park. 


LORD JOHN HOPE wrote.—‘ The Minister 
of Transport and I have examined the 
problems of amenity and the need for 
statutory provision likely to arise from 
such a project, and are now satisfied that 
these are capable of solution. ~*Mr. 
Marples is now looking further into the 
technical and economic aspects.’ 


Birmingham Expansion Rejected 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of 
Housing and Local’ Government. 
announced in a written reply on April 5 
that he had decided to reject the appli- 
cation by Birmingham City Council for 
planning permission to develop 4,200 
acres in the Wythall area for industry 
and housing. 

He had done so, he said, on the ground 
that the development would mean a 
serious incursion into land which ought 
to form part of the green belt round 
Birmingham. He added: * Such develop- 
ment may prove unavoidable if no other 
way can be found to meeting Birming- 
ham’s great need. But I am not con- 
vinced that decentralisation of industry 
and housing beyond the green belt is im- 
practicable. In the letter conveying my 
decision, I have offered to discuss with 
the authorities concerned ways and 
means of accelerating provision for this 
movement of people and industry out of 
the city. It have also made it clear that 
the decision does not imply that in my 
view all the land contained in the appli- 
cation ought necessarily to be included 
in the green belt.’ 


London County Council 


Kensington High-street 
Development 
THE QUESTION of the development of the 
site at nos. 2-24 (even) Kensington High- 
street was raised by MR. R. VIGARS, at the 
meeting of the London County Council 


held on April 5. Mr. Vigars wanted to 
know more precisely what the chairman 
of the town planning committee had in 
mind when he indicated (in a reply on 
March 22) that the committee would be 
ready to consider a less 
development of the site. 

MR. R. EDMONDS replied: ‘* Pending 
receipt of the views of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, to 
which I referred in my previous reply, it 
would be premature to go into detail at 
this stage. I can say, however, that what 
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the committee has in mind is a building 
which, while lower than that proposed, 
would be somewhat higher than existing 
buildings but would give a lighter and 
more open effect.’ 


LCC New Town 


IN CONNECTION with the preparation of an 
outline planning application for an LCC 
New Town in the vicinity of Hook, 
Hampshire, specialised advice is needed 
on the alignment of the proposed new 
trunk road to Exeter and on traffic and 
civil engineering problems associated 
with the planning of, the new town 
generally. Because of the pressure of 
work caused by the LCC’s road improve- 
ment programme, the Housing Commit- 
tee propose to seek such advice from a 
firm of consulting engineers. 





Development Near St. Paul’s 
City Corporation in Land Exchange 


A NUMBER of reports and recommenda- 
tions in connection with the rebuilding of 
a new International Headquarters for the 
Salvation Army in Victoria-street and on 
adjoining properties, were before the 
Court of Common Council at its meeting 
in Guildhall on April 7. 

The Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee reported th=! in connection 
with the project, negotiations had taken 
place with a view to agreeing terms for an 
exchange of land to enable development 
to proceed wholly on the east side of the 
St. Paul’s Cathedral precinct. This would 
facilitate the development, by the Cor- 
poration, of the site on the west side of 
the precinct in harmony with Sir William 
Holford’s proposals. 

The Court approved a recommendation 
that, subject to Ministerial consent, terms 
giving effect to the exchange be agreed to. 
The land to be transferred to the Salva- 
tion Army consists of war-damaged sites 
known as 97 and 99 Queen Victoria-street, 
6, 7, 7a and 8 Lambeth-hill, 215, 216, 217, 
217a and 218 Upper Thames-street, and 1 
and 2 Brooks-yard. 

In exchange the Corporation will re- 
ceive property to the west side of the St. 
Paul’s Vista in Queen Victoria-street, plus 
£87,500, ‘ by way of equality of exchange.” 

The new Salvation Army headquarters 
was mentioned in a further report from 
the same Committee. It recommended 
purchase, by agreement, for £190.000 of 
the freehold interest of 77, 77a, 79 to 81 
(odd), 8la and 83 to 95 (odd) Queen Vic- 
toria-street and 11 and 12 Lambeth-hill. 


The Court approved the proposal after 
hearing that the acquisition was necessary 
in order to achieve the satisfactory re- 
development of the area bounded by 
Queen Victoria-street, Huggin-hill, Upper 
Thames-street, and the new Salvation 
Army building. The area will eventually 
be formed into a redevelopment unit. 

Another recommendation approved was 
that the freehold interest of a site 
bounded by Gutter-lane, Goldsmith- 
street and Wood-street should be sold to 
the Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths 
for £250,000. The Company will be given 
the benefit of a conditional planning per- 
mission for the erection of an office build- 
ing on a site of approximately 12,000 sq. 
ft. 

The major part of the site had been 
acquired from the Company in 1954 for 
police purposes after the service of a 
purchase notice. The re-sale of the land 
results from the Corporation’s decision 
not to develop it as a police station.

Builders’ Benevolent Institution 
One Hundredth 


THE RELATION between the functions of 
his department and the raison d’étre of 
the Builders’ Benevolent Institution was 
the link which gave the Minister of 
Works an interest in its activities. The 
analogy was made by LORD JOHN HOPE 
when he proposed the toast of that noble 
organisation and its president on the 
occasion of the 100th annual dinner held 
on April 5 at the Dorchester Hotel, W1. 
The president, Mr. P. Fotheringham- 
Parker, FIOB, was in the chair. 

*When a building has outlived its use- 
fulness,’ said the Minister, ‘ it may be the 
job of a successor of mine in perhaps 500 
years’ time to look after it. In a similar 
way your institution looks after the wel- 
fare of master builders who have been 
instrumental in erecting these buildings 
and who have suffered misfortune.’ 

Referring to the recent budget pro- 
posals the Minister said he could not 
claim them to be examples of a benevo- 
lent institution. ‘The Chancellor,’ he 
continued, ‘ mentioned in his speech the 
high rate of building this year and added 
a warning that the Government may im- 
pose some restraint on future activity. 
Individuals can help to avoid this by not 
inflating prices... In conclusion Lord 
John Hope congratulated the Institution

on the recent extension of its activities 
outside the London area and expressed 
the hope that the traditional good work 
would continue far into the future. 

The PRESIDENT, submitting the re- 
sponse, thanked the Minister for his kind 
words and for his interest that evening in 
spite of the obvious pressure of work in 
connection with the State visit of the 
French President. Referring to his 
annual appeal he said that it had so far 
produced donations to a total value of 
£1,605 13s. ‘May I express the hope,’ 
he continued, ‘that it is only a begin- 
ning and that by the end of the year I 
shall be able to report a record response. 
There is, however, no purpose in accu- 
mulating large sums of money unless we 
are able to use them for the charitable 
work for which the Institution was 
founded, and a very important aspect of 
the appeal therefore, is that we shall be 
brought into contact with master builders 
and their dependants who are in dis- 
stressed circumstances.’

Garages in Gardens 
Councils Seek More Power Over 
Erection 
BOROUGH COUNCIL representatives and 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment officials are to discuss a proposal 
that councils should have more power 
to control the erection of garages in the 
curtilage of houses, writes a correspon- 

dent. 

The Association of Municipal Corpora- 
tions’ town planning committee say they 
have considered a suggestion from a mem- 
ber authority that a general power should 
be given to local authorities. reinforcing 
their existing powers under planning and 
public health legislation, to prevent the 
erection in front gardens of portable or 
semi-portable framed structures for the 
housing of motor vehicles. 

In 1956 the Association made repre- 
sentations to the Minister that the 
General Development Order should be 
amended to provide that planning permis- 
sion should be required for erection of a 
garage within the curtilage of a dwelling 
unless sited at the rear, but the Minister 
would not agree. 

In 1953 they considered the problem of 
parking of commercial vehicles within 
the curtilage of a dwelling-house and dis- 
cussed it with the Ministry, but without 
any conclusive results. 

The committee now state: ‘ There is 
today an increasing problem arising from 
the parking of vehicles on the highway, 
and we propose to seek a discussion of 
the whole matter with the Ministry.’ 


Council’s Objection to 
Householder’s Fence 
Public Inquiry Held 


TO OBTAIN a little privacy, Mr. E. H. 
Hendriks, of Manor-road, Wallington, 
sought to build a fence surrounding his 
garden. Beddington and Wallington 
Council refused permission for this, and 
a public inquiry was held at Wallington 
Town Hall on March 29, when Mr. 
Hendriks appealed. Local residents sup- 
ported Mr. Hendriks’s appeal, protesting 
against the noise and unsightliness of a 
tyre firm opposite the house. 

MRS. HENDRIKS said she could not sit 
in her garden because of this nuisance 
but she also wanted to protect her child 
from the busy main road. She maintained 
that unless a fence was erected, it was 
possible that the child would run into 
the road and a serious accident might 
occur. 

The fence it was proposed to install 
would be between 8 and 9 ft. high, and 
the council had refused permission on 
the ground that a fence in this position 
would detract from the amenities of the 
district if it were built in a row of houses 
planned without fences. 

MR. A. J. BROTHWELL, deputy clerk to 
the council, stated the council’s views. 
The Minister’s decision will be announced 
in due course.

their long-lasting qualities and consistent size and colour. 
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THE BASIC PRINCIPLE of filling cavity wall- 
ing with a plastics foam which hardens 
rapidly and converts the wali into a sand- 
wich possessing remarkable thermal 
qualities, is one which must appeal imme- 
diately to the architect. 

True, the first reaction might well be 
one of doubt, since the whole purpose of 
a cavity appears at first sight to be nulli- 
fied by the act of filling it. ‘ Fill a void 
and it is no longer a void.’ 

Yet sandwich walling has long been 
standard practice in America, and when it 
is remembered that the use of urea for- 
maldehyde as a cavity filling is becoming 
increasingly common in Scandinavia and 
Europe generally, it may well be that we 
must view cavity walling in a completely 
new and highly promising light. 

There has already been some important 
research into the province of cavity fill- 
ing. The Building Research Station, in 
concert with the London Brick Company 
carried out extremely interesting tests 
with glass fibre filling and considerable 
improvement in the measured ‘ U’ value 
was at once apparent. 

However, because glass fibre is hygro- 
scopic to a degree, it could hardly be 
claimed as an ideal filler and there was 
always the chance that the cavity might 
be bridged by moisture in badly exposed 
conditions. Now there is news that the 
firm of Thermalon Ltd. have produced a 
method of injecting urea formaldehyde 
into cavities in the form of a rapidly 
setting foam. 

According to preliminary tests carried 
out by the Building Research Station, the 
material is resistant to wetting—despite 
the fact that it is cellular in formation 
with a fair proportion of connected cells. 
A sample of filled cavity walling with- 
stood a severe test designed to discover

whether driving rain could, in fact, bridge 
the gap. Further tests are proceeding. 

The weight of the plastic, which is to 
be known as Thermalon, is not more than 
4} Ib. per cubic foot. Because of its 
extremely light weight, it is thought that 
it will have a special application for port- 
able buildings to be used in exceptionally 
cold climates. 

Its k value is stated to be 0.21 so that 
under ordinary conditions of construc- 
tion, an ll-in. cavity wall with an inner 
skin of insulating blocks would have a 
*U’ value of between 0.08 and 0.10 
a remarkable achievement. 

Since the material supplied and fixed 
by the manufacturers costs about 6d. a 
square foot for a 2 in. cavity, and can be 
injected under pressure into existing 
cavities through easily drilled access 
holes without affecting the appearance of 
a building, its importance is at once 
apparent. The average smal! house of

about 1,000 sq. ft. in area would cost 
something like £35 to treat. 

The estimated saving in heat losses, 
consequent upon treatment, has been cal- 
culated as being in the region of 200 to 
300 therms per annum, and whether the 
saving is taken in reduced fuel or 
increased comfort conditions its use 
would appear to be economically sound. 

But what is perhaps less apparent is its 
welcome ‘correcting’ qualities. Cavity 
walling, designed in the first place to 


._prevent moisture crossing from external 


to internal surfaces, has as it were, only 
incidentally, an improved ‘ U’ value over 
9 in. solid brickwork because it -happens 
to contain ‘still’ air. But too often this 
theoretical advantage is largely nullified 
by the failure of the builder to close the 
cavity at window and door jambs, or at 
the top of the wall at roof level. In 
addition, he may leave any number of

open joints and weep holes. Immediately 
these inlets and outlets occur, the speed 
of currents within the cavity is increased, 
and the ‘U’ value ascends with a jump. 

The injection of a plastics filling into 
such walling at once acts as a seal, cut- 
ting off draughts and indicating in the 
form of foam tell-tales where there has 
been sloppy craftsmanship. 

But even where the cavity walling is of

a high standard, convection currents 
within the cavity will be set up during 
cold weather simply because the inner 
wall will be warmer than the outer skin. 
At once, the insulating requisite of ‘ still’ 
air is appreciably reduced. 

Naturally, the material must be used 
intelligently. For example, where a 
cavity wall has been used for a small 
house, one might be tempted to expect 
to find a better type of construction 
generally. Unfortunately this is not 
always true, and so any firm proposing to 
carry out a cavity filling operation must 
be assured that their supervisors have a 
sound knowledge of construction and a 
body of experience behind them. Thus it 
would be unwise to hope at this stage that 
the injection of a plastics will improve 
defective damp-permeated construction, 
despite the material’s strong resistance to 
wetting, and the success which it is 
claimed has already crowned attempts to 
cure existing dampness in a proportion 
of the 20,000 cases tackled abroad. 
Obviously, as more and more experience 
is obtained of our indigenous conditions, 
the scope may well increase. 


Not a Panacea 


In the meantime, we must resist the 
usual tendency so often evinced when a 
new material or method of construction 
is announced, to hope that it will prove 
a miraculous panacea for all existing evils, 
for not only drowning men, but harassed 
householders clutch at proferred straws. 

It is therefore encouraging, I feel, to 
find that the manufacturers intend to 
guarantee their work fully. We can thus 
be reasonably certain of a conservative 
approach to a revolutionary advance. 
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The use of urea formaldehyde is not to 
be restricted to cavity walling. It has an 
obvious application for roof insulation. 
If what has been said about the foam’s 
ability to seek out defects in a cavity wall 
is true in a high percentage of cases, the 
opportunities must be even greater when 
dealing with the roof space. 

Few houses are not ‘ draughty’ by the 
eaves, and it is here that the plumber has 
so often seen fit to lay his most vulner- 
able pipes, ready to freeze at the first 
touch of frost. 


Injection of Foam 


Foam can be injected between the 
joists and can reach positions not easily 
accessible, there to set rapidly. True, 
some care must be taken in existing 
houses, where pipes are ‘all over the 
place,’ for although it is easy if imprac- 
tical to cut away the foam, one might 
easily lose the position of cable runs and 
other services. Fortunately, it is often 
possible to regroup existing services in 
one long channel which can then be 
covered with sheet foam cut to length. 

The insulation value of 2 in. of the 
material laid between the ceiling joists 
and covered with perhaps a chip board 
can result in a ‘ U’ value lower than 0.12. 

Urea formaldehyde is not suitable for 
placing beneath a concrete slab, either for 
overall ground slab insulation, or the 


edge insulation so essential in the case of 
electric floor warming. Here I think 
polystyrene must have an obvious advan- 
tage: indeed it has been used successfully 
by Mr. Bruce Martin for the under-floor 
insulation of the BRS laboratory. With 
its heavier density, the polystyrene shows 
a smaller compression. 

The improved efficiency of the modern, 
solid fuel boiler, or the considerable ad- 
vantages of oil or gas fired boilers in re- 
ducing labour, need not be discussed here, 
nor need we elaborate upon skirting heat- 
ing, small bore piping or conducted warm 
air systems except to point out that all 
have one thing in common: every user— 
or nearly every user—would like to 
reduce the quantity of fuel consumed. 
Sad to relate, in some cases the consumer 
would be happy to pay the cost of his 
particular fuel, if only the resultant effi- 
ciency in the form of comfort were to be 
his. Indeed, he must pay for heat he does 
not use because he is doomed to live in a 
sieve. 

But the use of light-weight material 
transforming his walls into a sandwich of 
high thermal resistance, and his roof into 
a warm bonnet, must make the architect's 
task easier. Thus we have as a profes- 
sion, given a hearty welcome to electric 
floor warming which enables us to reduce 
capital costs in certain cases. We have 
appreciated that therm for therm, even 
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allowing for flexibility and buying cur- 
rent at cheap, off-peak periods, electricity 
is more costly than other fuels, but we 
have argued, rightly I think, that this 
extra cost was adequately cared for by the 
interest saved on capital reductions. 


Reducing Cost of Heating 

If, however, we can obtain an overall 
*U’ to walls and roof of 0.10 or there- 
abouts, by the use of urea formaldehyde 
and polystyrene, the price of all forms 
of heating must be reduced and as the 
price is reduced so the differential cost 
between different fuels is also reduced. 
Electricity then becomes just ‘a little less 
cheap’ than other fuels. 

Alternatively, we may ignore our sup- 
pressed desires for the abundant use of 
double glazing we should so often like to 
include, but which is so often thrown out 
of the specification in the last instance 
when a client insists upon our finding 
capital cost reductions. 

If, however, architects can persuade 
those who build that the first considera- 
tion must be the conservation of heat, 
we shall find that such materials as I have 
discussed will not only give us increased 
comfort to a degree we have not hitherto 
experienced, but may also leave us a 
little extra in the kitty for buying double 
glazing to effect further economy.

Architects are Eero Saarinen & Associates, in conjunction with Yorke, 
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Obstacles to Original Design 
Hostility Towards the Unorthodox and the Case Against Aesthetic Control 


The problems of control and the inherent prejudice against original or 
unorthodox design resulting in uniformity and lack of contrast, were dis- 
cussed by Mr. Peter Moro, FRIBA, at the one-day conference on ‘ Homes 


of the Future’ 


sponsored by the Federation of Registered House-Builders 


and held at the National Federation of Building Trades Employers’ head- 


quarters in London on March 24. 


Mr. Moro felt very strongly against any 


form of aesthetic control which, he said, stifled architectural expression, 
made nonsense of the architect’s professional status, gave undue power to 


lay officials, and rarely stopped bad conventional buttding. 


Extracts from 


his paper are given below 


PREJUDICE towards new ideas strongly 
affects the sort of buildings we get and 
is at its fiercest when it comes to house 
design. Serious design in architecture is 
never a question of fashion. The reason 
why a house today must inevitably look 
different from that of yesterday arises 
from the fact that the conditions govern- 
ing both life and building today are vastly 
different from those of the past. A good 
architect will recognise this and produce 
a fresh solution to a new problem with 
an open mind. Of course, every educated 
person is conditioned by his environment 
and I am not suggesting that one should 
ignore the past. 

The problems with which we are con- 
fronted are almost invariably without 
precedent and cannot be solved by stock 
solutions. Nobody would quarrel with 
this when designing factories, schools or 
hospitals. But it is not just industry, 
education and medicine that have under- 
gone enormous changes; life at home, 
whether we like it or not. is vastly dif- 
ferent from that of 50 years ago. There 
are new materials and new techniques of 
building—surely it would be foolish to 
ignore their existence when they can help 
to solve our problems. 

Why this reluctance to change when it 
comes to house design? What are the 
reasons for this? What are the obstacles 
to original design in houses? 

Let us assume the architect is capable 
of original thought—will his client let 
him translate it into original design? 
Very often not. It is a curious 
phenomenon that modern architecture is 
still considered unsuitable for house 
design. It is ludicrous to what lengths 
and expense people will go to give their 
new houses the ‘old look.’ 


Wealth and Taste 


Another curious fact is that wealthy 
clients do not always want original 
houses, and those who do often cannot 
afford them. I am not saying that original 
design is bound to cost more than the 
conventional, but there is no doubt that 
the wings of fancy are severely clipped if 
every penny matters. Economy, of course, 
is just part of the new condition requiring 
a new solution. This challenge, of giving 
value for money, and the illusion of 
space when one cannot actually afford it 
can, to my mind, only be met by 
ingenious and unorthodox design. 

Next, let us assume you have found an 
intelligent forward-looking client who 
wants you to build him a contemporary 


house, but who has to get a mortgage to 
finance it—you are in trouble again. 
Although I do not wish to labour the 
point unduly, it is a fact that many, if not 
most, building societies view a modern 
house with hostility and often refuse 
loans for anything which is out of the 
ordinary. As most prospective house- 
owners rely on a mortgage from a build- 
ing society this attitude has a devastat- 
ingly retarding effect on original design 
in this country. 


Aesthetic Interference 


When this first hurdle is overcome there 
is next the question of aesthetic con- 
trol. As you know, every design has 
to be submitted to the relevant local 
authority for by-law and town-planning 
approval. As long as these deal with 
matters of safety, hygiene, building lines 
or zoning, and so on, they are good and 
necessary. Without such controls there 
would be chaos. But there is no possible 
justification for aesthetic interference 
and it is quite irrelevant whether such 
aesthetic interference is administered by 
laymen or by experts. 

The case for aesthetic control and how 
it can work in practice has never, to my 
knowledge, been made. Any control 
based on theories, however praiseworthy, 
which in practice depends on the personal 
prejudices of those empowered to enforce 
it, is unworkable. 

For the following reasons alone the case 
against aesthetic control in any shape or 
form is overwhelming: 1. It stifles archi- 
tectural expression. 2. It encourages uni- 
formity and discourages contrasts. 3. It 
causes hardship to those affected, client 
and architect. 4. It usually discriminates 
against those who are exercising their 
traditional right of wanting to live in a 
house of their time. 5. It gives undue 
power of judgment to officials lacking 
aesthetic training. 6. It smacks of 
totalitarianism and is, in fact, a charac- 
teristic adjunct of such.a form of govern- 
ment. 7. It is humiliating to the architect 
and makes nonsense of his professional 
status. 8. It puts those architects into an 
invidious position who lend themselves 
to the distasteful task of sitting in judg- 
ment over their colleagues. 9. It rarely 
stops bad conventional building. 10. 
It often stops good unconventional 
building. 

As we are dealing here with matters of 
taste, it is not surprising that the attitude 
towards design varies from one authority 
to another. Very often pressure is put 


on the local authority by the local preser- 
vation society. This country is full of 
preservation societies and other bodies 
who claim to be capable of successfully 
controlling our aesthetics. Aesthetic 
control in any form is a menace. It has 
not worked in the past and it will not 
work in the future. 

Of course, we must prevent acts of 
vandalism and, wherever possible, fight 
for the preservation of scheduled and 
worthwhile buildings. Nobody would 
quarrel with that. What are dangerous 
and intolerable, however, are the arro- 
gant attempts by backward-looking ladies 
and gentlemen to obstruct the healthy 
renewal and development of our environ- 
ment. 

Many young, and not so young, archi- 
tects who believe that each period brings 
its own problems and who try to solve 
these by the new technical means at their 
disposal, as architects have done through- 
out history, can give instances where they 
have been obstructed and often altogether 
prevented from doing what is, after all, 
only sane and sensible. The people who 
have the power to control and influence 
architectural development in this way are 
usually laymen who are agreed among 
themselves that everything which is 
familiar, however bad, is to be passed and 
that everything which is unfamiliar, how- 
ever good, is to be stopped. You will 
agree that, put like this, it sounds too 
ridiculous to be credible. But this is a 
perfectly fair description of what is hap- 
pening all around us. The results speak 
for themselves. 

For anyone with an unprejudiced mind 
and eyes to see, the results prove that 
aesthetic control is not only impractical 
but also bad. You have seen the stimu- 
lating charm of contrast and the often 
deadly effect of monotonous similarity. 
A healthy society produces a_ healthy 
architecture and only a living and ever- 
developing architecture is healthy. 


The Builder’s Problem 


I have tried to give you some of the 
reasons why there is so little original 
design with particular reference to 
domestic architecture. There are other 
reasons, such as our climate and indus- 
trial atmosphere which, although not 
obstacles, make it much more difficult to 
design an interesting house in Man- 
chester than in California. Perhaps more 
important is to discover whether the 
building industry can deal with original 
house design. I admit that the construc- 
tion of individual tailor-made houses is a 
tiny and comparatively unimportant 
problem. To find sites for such houses 
is becoming more and more difficult. 

I am still looking for the builder who 
likes to do the unorthodox, is not so 
frightened by originality that he auto- 
matically puts his price up to cover him- 
self just in case, and who can deal with 
the inevitable lack of continuity of trades 
in such a job. 





Building in the City 


Details of New Cannon Street Station Approved 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL at its 
meeting on March 24, in addition to 
approving a rebuilding scheme near St. 
Paul's (reported in ‘ The Builder * of April 
1) also approved the drawings and details 
of materials submitted for the new 
Cannon-street Station. The new Station, 
with office blocks, shops, a restaurant, 
engineers’ drawing office and laboratories, 
will be between Cannon-street and Upper 
Thames-street and 9 to ll Bush-lane 
(Estate and Rating Surveyor, Southern 
Region, British Railways). 


Also approved was a multi-floor car 
park, with workshops, a petrol filling 
station and a car sales showroom. It will 
occupy 158 to 170 Aldersgate-street, 1 to 
5, 16 to 22 and part of 6 and 11 to 15 
Manchester-avenue, part of Queen- 
square, and 5 and 6, parts of l to 4 and 
7 Queen-square, Bowmans Buildings, 3 to 
6 and parts of 1 and 2 Half Moon-court 
and parts of 30 and 31 Bartholomew- 
close (Oscar Garry and Partners, 66 
Gloucester-place, W1).

The Annual Budget 


Presenting the City’s 1960-61 * Budget,’ 
MR. L. B. PRINCE, chairman of the Rates 
Finance Committee, sounded a note of 
warning on future development. He said 
that if undue weight was given to ameni- 
ties, open spaces and the reduction in the 
height of commercial buildings, thus 
affording less available letting space, an 
increase in the rate poundage would 
result. 

The City’s total rateable value, now 
£134m., had increased by over £2m. in 
three years. This had the effect of in- 
creasing the product of the ld. rate from 
£46,800 to £56,800. Unless the rateable 
value continued to rise in step with in- 
creased expenditure the rate must rise. 
So far this balance had been achieved. 

The further areas to be developed 
would assist the increase in rateable 
value, but it would all depend on the 
future use of the land to be developed. 
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Mr. Prince said that in the near future 
it would be necessary to raise further 
money to defray capital expenditure for 
town planning and housing and for the 
re-development of the Barbican area. 
‘As the Barbican scheme matures large 
sums will have to be borrowed to meet 
expenditure. Today, some £3m. has 
already been spent under the Town Plan 
ning Acts on the acquisition of land and 
buildings within the area.’ 

Acquisitions continued and the 1960-61 
estimates provided for loan charges on 
£300.000 for the first development ex- 
penditure of a capital nature. 


While it was expected that on com 
pletion of the Barbican scheme the 
annual cost to the ratepayer would be 
almost balanced by receipt of rents and 
other income, nevertheless it would be a 
number of years before income was ob- 
tained and during that interval there 
would be a further charge to ratepayers 
in respect of loan charges. 


A further £1}m. was needed for hous- 
ing, and the estimates provided for recon- 
struction work on some of the older 
estates in accordance with the modernisa- 
tion policy. 


Domestic Electrical Installation 


The Need for More Socket Outlets 


THE FREEDOM of planning which electric 
floor warming gives was one of the points 
emphasised by the Electrical Develop- 
ment Association in its evidence to the 
Sub-Committee on Housing Standards 
of the Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. The Asgociation also 
called attention to the meagre electrical 
facilities provided in flats and small 
houses and suggested that 26 power 
points (socket outlets) were required for 
a five-roomed house. 


Dealing with the Sub-Committee’s 
question, ‘ How far do you consider that 
heating in the low-cost dwelling can 
be improved,’ the Association replied 
that there was much _ misconception 
regarding both capital and running costs 
of improved heating _ installations. 
Successful results had been obtained in 
heating a considerable number of blocks 
of flats by means of electric floor warm- 
ing, the system being designed to give 60 
degrees in the living room, and 50 to 55 
degrees in other rooms. The supple- 
mentary heating usually consisted of an 
inset electric fire in the living room and 
socket outlets for portable fires in the 
other rooms. 

With electric floor warming, the Asso- 
ciation’s evidence continued, the 
absence of flues and of the need to have 
access to chimneys and outside walls 
gave great freedom of internal and ex- 
ternal planning. The capital cost was con- 
siderably lower than that of alternative 
methods and the running costs were also 
very moderate. 


To the question, ‘ What is the desirable 


minimum scale of provision of electrical 
(lighting and power) points,’ the Associa 
tion replied that complaints came not 
only from householders and Electricity 
Boards but also from those who were 
responsible for the maintenance of pro- 
perty. The lack of an adequate number 
of socket outlets in the home was also 
deplored by home safety 


organisations 
and fire authorities. 


Inadequate electrical installations gave 
rise to much concern from the safety 
point of view. Apart from the danger 
of bad lighting which led to accidents. 
the lack of sufficient socket outlets also 
had its dangers. In nearly 60 per cent 
of dwellings there were no more than 3 
socket outlets; tenants would not accept 
these limitations and by one means or 
another would endeavour to 
whatever _ electrical 
wished to 
overloading.

The Association considered that an 
adequate domestic electrical installation 
for a five-roomed house was 26 socket 
outlets. The distribution of these, they 
stated, should be 1 in the hall or landing, 
6 in the kitchen and utility room (in- 
cluding one in the cooker control unit), 
6 in the living room, 5 in a double bed- 
room, and 3 in a single bedroom. Many 
of these could be twin sockets if the ring 
circuit system was employed. It was 
interesting to note that in the United 
States the general practice was to allow 
for about 65 socket outlets in an average 
six-bedroomed house, and even a mass- 
produced economy house had 45 socket 
outlets.

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The Ordnance Survey 
Modifications to Standard Series 


A REPORT covering the period April l, 
1958, to March 31, 1959, has been drawn 
up by the Ordnance Survey Department 
(HMSO, price 6s. 6d.). It shows in general 
terms the progress made during the year 
under review and the work carried out 
by the various branches of the Depart- 
ment as well as the main developments in 
the methods used. Of special interest is 
that in addition to the two six-monthly 
meetings of the Advisory Committee, at 
which official users have an opportunity 
to discuss the activities of the Depart- 
ment, three ad hoc meetings were held. 
These meetings were concerned with the 
specification of the 1/2500 National Grid 
series. The first was attended by repre- 
sentatives of most Government Depart- 
ments that make use of the series, and the 
second by representatives of the principal 
interested professional societies and asso- 
ciations. The meetings showed that the 
new 1/2500 series was a source of some 
difficulty and inconvenience, particularly 
to professional users. 

After giving careful consideration to 
the points raised the Department held a 
further meeting to suggest modifications 
in the specifacation of the series which 
would overcome some of the difficulties. 
One of the main changes resulting from 


these meetings is that in future 1/2500 
plans will cover 2 km. x 1 km. instead 
of 1 km. x 1 km., thus reducing the num- 
ber of parcels broken by the plan edge 
and halving the number of plans to be 
printed, stored and handled. A further 
change is that acreages will be measured 
to one-hundredth of an acre and not, as 
in the past, to one-thousandth. A system 
of numbering parcels broken by the plan 
edge will be introduced which will give 
only one number to a broken parcel and 
avoid the multiplicity of numbers some- 
times encountered at the present time. 


Changes have also been made in the 
specifications for the 6-inch and 1/25,000 
series so that in future the 1/25,000 will 
be produced by direct reduction from the 
6-inch, thus saving the expense of 
re-drawing. The present small sheet, 
which has been criticised, will be dis- 
pensed with and a much larger one pro- 
duced. In the 6-inch plans greater atten- 
tion will be paid to the showing of rock 
faces and outcrops. Further progress has 
been made with the use of hill shading 


to amplify the contours in the depiction 
of relief.

Building Blocks 


President's Concern Over Future 


IN HIS REVIEW of 1959 MR. J. C. CHAPMAN, 
AMICE, President of the Federation of 
Building Block Manufacturers, expresses 
concern over the future of clinker 
blocks. The demand for building blocks, 
he writes, had been intensified in many 
areas which, generally speaking, had been 
met with no great difficulty. But with 
clinker blocks—still the most widely used 
of the lightweight aggregate building 
blocks—the position was different. Most 
manufacturers had either to curtail or to 
cease production owing to a shortage of 
clinker during the summer months. It 
was most serious in the South where 
alternative lightweight blocks were up- 
wards of 50 per cent higher in price. 
The long term supply position of clinker 
was not very promising as more coal- 
burning stations were being replaced by 
or converted into pulverised fuel or oil 
burning units. 


Unnecessary use of Clinker 


In recent years, continued Mr. Chap- 
man, an increasing proportion of the 
available supply was being used as a base 
material for roads. This seemed a great 
pity, particularly as in the South cheaper 
alternative materials were probably avail- 
able. He did not presume to suggest what 
materials should be used for a particular 
type of construction, but he thought that 
the properties of the material required 
should be specified rather than the 
material by name. This would permit con- 


tractors to use the cheapest available 
material with the required characteristics 
and not oblige them to use clinker, what- 
ever the supply or price position, as was 
frequently the case at present. 


In the elections that followed the Pre- 
sident’s review, Mr. C. Reeve was elected 
President for 1960, and Mr. J. H. Moore 
Vice-President. 


The Federation’s Annual Luncheon 


At the Federation’s Annual Luncheon, 
held at the Piccadilly Hotel on March 8, 
MR. CHAPMAN Said that the prospect of 
doubling our standard of living was an 
exciting one. He had heard Sir David 
Eccles say that much depended on the 
building industry, that was, on the ability 
to complete a larger number of buildings 
with the same labour force. The building 
block industry, said Mr. Chapman, had 
more than doubled its activity in the last 
ten years but in the future he perceived 
difficulties over raw material supplies. 


In reply, the RT. HON. LORD JOHN HOPE, 
MP, Minister of Works, said that the 
Government had been worried about the 
supply of building materials over the past 
few months. He suggested that the in- 
dustry might have to accept the switch 
in national fuel consumption. The move 
to oil was making clinker scarce, and they 
would have to look at alternative 
materials such as fly ash. ‘ But keep in 
mind,’ he said, ‘that builders like low 
quotations.’ 
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as defined by the National Parks and 
Access to the Countryside Act of 1949, 
has been the subject of centinued dis- 
cussion with the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. The definitive sur- 
veys of rights of way undertaken by the 
local authorities are slowly becoming 
available and it is intended that the 
results of these surveys will eventually 
appear on 1/25,000 and one-inch maps. 


Colonial Building 

Grants for Education 
GRANTS amounting to £681,291 for col- 
leges, schools and educational facilities 
were made under the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts during February. 
Altogether 67 grants—including 19 for 
research—totalling £1,822,742, were ap- 
proved during the month for the benefit 

of Britain’s oversea territories. 
Education grants included: £193,099 
towards building a £214,534 high school 
in Lautoka, Fit; £131,400 to cover 9C 
per cent of the cost of building three 
Asian secondary schools in KENYA—at 
Mombasa, Kisumu and in the Central 
Province; and £151,667 for extensions to 
the Mary Seacole and Irvine Halls of 
Residence at the University College of 
the WEST INDIES. Other major grants 
included £106,200 towards building the 
819-bed Butabika Hospital for Nervous 

Diseases near Kampala, UGANDA. 


Building in Australia 
Upward Trend in House Building 


THE ESTIMATED number of dwellings com- 
pleted in Australia during the December 
quarter of 1959 was 23,199, bringing the 
total for that year to 86,584. This was 
the highest number of completions 
recorded in any one year. Preliminary 
figures show that buildings commenced in 
the December quarter reached 21,956 
making a total of 85,182 for 1959 com- 
pared with 77,758 in 1958. In New South 
Wales 31,313 new dwellings are esti- 
mated to have been completed during the 
year. Completions in Victoria for 1959 
were estimated at 25,692 compared with 
24,713 in 1958. 


The current high level of activity 
indicates increased support for housing 
by the private financial institutions, but 
further support is obviously necessary if 
progress is to continue and housing 
shortages overcome.

Destructive Testing of Wood by Vibra- 
tion Methods,’ is a review of sonic and 
ultrasonic testing by I. D. G. Lee, BSc, 
in which he discusses the advantages of 
non-destructive test methods as distinct 
from mechanical loading techniques.

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Training Clerks of Works 


Institute to Join Hands with the RIBA 


‘I FEEL THAT ARCHITECTS should take an 
interest in the educational and training 
problems of the clerk of works, and I am 
pleased to tell you that the Board of 
Architectural Education of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects has now 
been requested to examine the question 
of training with the Institute of Clerks 
of Works.’ MR. A. G. SHEPPARD FIDLER, 
MA, V-PRIBA, City Architect of Birming- 
ham, made this announcement at the 
Institute’s annual dinner, held in the 
Connaught Rooms on Aonril 9. The Presi- 
dent, Mr. G. B. Grubb, FFS, MRSH, was 
in the chair. 


Good Training Needed 


The Institute (continued Mr. Fidler) 
had maintained its aims and objectives 
established 78 years ago, but good train- 
ing was now needed in view of the highly 
complicated structures being built. ‘ Per- 
haps in the future that training will not 
necessarily be related to craft training; in 
any case it is imperative that the clerk of 
works should be completely up to date,’ 
he added. 

Mr. Fidler then gave the following esti- 
mate of the qualities required of the clerk 
of works: *‘ Not only must he be a fine 
upstanding man of commanding presence, 
but he must have many essential per- 
sonal qualities such as industry, perse- 
verance, tolerance, perspicacity, energy. 
intelligence, sobriety, impartiality and 
understanding. As well as being tech- 
nically equipped to understand all draw- 
ings and secure the proper quality of 
materials and execution of the work, he 
must recognise and understand the work 
of the architect, the structural engineer, 
the heating and ventilating engineer, the 
electrical engineer, the quantity sur- 
veyor and the iandscape architect; and in 
addition to all this he must effect a 
break through the language barrier 
which divides him from the builder's 
foreman! ’ 

Architects should be vitally interested 
in the quality and status of the clerks of 
works on their jobs, and the Institute had 
the continuing objective of higher stan- 
dards and higher status. But membership 
was limited and in the industry as a 
whole, the architect was inadequately 
represented on the site and received in- 
sufficient support in the very heavy load 
of responsibility which he had to carry. 
*I hope very much that your membership 
will grow at a steadily increasing rate, 
but if your profession is to attract the 
right kind of man for exacting duties, it 
is essential that remuneration offered 
should be adequate to secure this end,’ 
Mr. Fidler declared. 

There were certain things the good clerk 
of works could do to help the architect. 
He could give a feed-back of information 
on how the job was going, drawn from his 
close observation, and he ought not to be 
afraid to make suggestions when he 
thought that some drawings might be 
incorrect. If given in the right way. no 
architect would resent the clerk’s frank 
views. 


Responding, THE PRESIDENT said the 
Institute was playing an important part 
in securing good building, and it was 
laying plans to attract young men with 
good training and expert in techniques 
who would be the clerks of works of the 
future. 

Proposing the toast of ‘ The Architects, 
Surveyors and Engineers’ MR. F. H. PECK, 
MRSH, chairman of the Examination 
Board, briefly outlined the method of re- 
cruiting to the Institute’s ranks. In addi- 
tion to the two regular methods of enter- 
ing, the Institute’s examination board had 
devised and would shortly bring into 
operation a means of interesting the 
younger man who, having taken a 
Higher National Certificate, could enrol 
for an approved post-HNC course which, 
when passed meant he became a Student 
of the Institute. After that he could 
take the qualifying exam for a clerk of 
works, though he could not become a 
Member until he was 28. They believed 
that experience as well as theoretic train- 
ing was an essential. 


*‘ Another Jones Boy’ 


In the course of a response, MR. J. D. 
BROADBENT, AR: BA, gave a short resumé of 
the clerk of works’ development from 
medieval times, and referred to * Inigo, 
another of the Jones boys to find Royal 
favour, whose greatest work as Surveyor 
to the Crown was to build the Banqueting 
Hall in Whitehall. He signed the estimate 
which was for £10,000; it cost £15,000, and 
as a result he has been called the Father 
of British Architecture!’ (laughter). 

MR. A. L. HANDLEY, OBE (D:strict Sur- 
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veyor, City of London) also replied in a 
witty speech in which he outlined some 
of the difficulties of building in general 
and the District Surveyor in particular. 
‘In London’ he said, ‘we have bits of 
three different Building Acts going, in 
addition to what the LCC is pleased to 
call its General Powers Act. We also have 
model building by-laws. To help things 
along, bits and pieces of the by-laws have 
been handed back administratively to the 
28 boroughs, so that no one now knows 
whether he should see the LCC, the Dis- 
trict Surveyor or the Borough Surveyor. 
In addition we have the Clean A‘r Act. 
All this is coupled with a building system 
which is based on the somewhat curious 
belief that one gets the finest building by 
accepting the lowest price. No doubt that 
is just to keep the clerk of works on his 
toes,” commented Mr. Handley. 


Changing Methods 


Methods had certainly changed. In 
his early days as a district surveyor, Mr. 
Handley continued, he would be called 
to a site to check the bearing quality of 
foundations. He would call for a crow- 
bar, which every reputable builder kept 
handy, and with it he would tap the 
ground and assess bearing quality as, say, 
2 tons per square inch. ‘ Today it is all] 
different,’ said Mr. Handley. ‘ They 
get experts of all kinds down and a great 
deal of very expensive machinery. and 
spend some days on the job. Then they 
put the findings down in a report the size 
of a book, and at the end you find the 
answer: 2 tons per sq. in.’ Nothing, in 
fact, displaced common or horse sense. 
The calculations could be dead right, but 
the building could still fall down.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


ANGOLA.—The Camara Municipal de 
Mocamedes, has called tender No. 1/60 
for the construction of a municipal mar- 
ket. The closing date is April 24 and 
the provisional deposit 65,000 escudos. 

BAHAMAS.—Plans have been announced 
for the construction of 300 homes in 
three districts of Nassau to be sold on 
long term mortgages. . . . The House of 
Assembly have approved the expenditure 
of £4m. to carry out the first stage of the 
£24m. sewerage scheme prepared by 
Messrs. Howard Humphreys & Sons, the 
UK consulting engineers.... It has 
been announced that Caribbean Chemical 
and Fertiliser Co. propose to construct a 
$15m. plant in the industrial area of the 
Bahamas to manufacture ammonia and 
various chemicals. The Port Authority 
in the Bahamas propose to build a per- 
manent terminal building soon at Free- 
port. . . . It is reported that a syndicate 
headed by R. E. Dumas Milner of Jack- 
son. Miss., have an ambitious plan for 
the development of Treasure Cay, Abaco. 
involving the construction of a 212-room 
residential club at a cost of £1m. 

BELGIUM.—The Economic Co-ordina- 
tion Committee of the Belgian cabinet 
has approved a project for the construc- 
tion of a nuclear power station in the 
region of Givet, on the Belgian-French 
frontier, in conjunction with the French 
authorities. The joint venture will be 
undertaken within the terms of the 
Euratom—-USA agreement on _ nuclear 
energy. 

CANADA.—John Laing & Son (Canada) 
Ltd. has been awarded the contract 
for the construction of the approach 
piers to the Fraser river crossing of the 
new Port Mann bridge. The value of the 
contract is $3,799,059. 

INDIA.—Two bulk power projects are to 
be erected in the Brahmaputra Valley. 
One scheme in the Khasi and Jaintia Hills 
is expected to generate 36.000 kW and is 
likely to be completed in 1963. In the 
Lakhimpur and Sibsagar districts there 
is an intended power project based on 
natural gas from the Naharkatiya oil 
fields with an installed capacity of about 
50,000 kW... . India’s first atomic 
power station providing 250-300 mW of 
electricity will be built in the new state 
of Gujorat. 

KENYA.—An £llm. oil refinery is to 
be built on 300 acres of Crown land at 
Changamwe, Mombasa, where the Shell 
and BP groups have acquired land, by an 
agreement recently signed in Nairobi. 

NIGERIA.—The Eastern Region Develop- 
ment Corporation have announced that 
they will construct two large hotels cost- 
ing approximately £lm., one at the new 
Independence Layout, Enugu, and the 
other in Port Harcourt. An agreement 
has been signed in Enugu for the forma- 
tion of a new company to be known as 
Nankani Cinemas (Nigeria) Ltd. It plans 
to build a network of cinemas in all the 
important towns of the area. 

NORTHERN RHODESIA.—Work has been 
commenced by John Laing & Son 


(Rhodesia) Ltd., at Kitwe, on the con- 
struction of a new hotel and shops for 
Heinrich’s Syndicate Ltd. The first phase 
of the scheme, including 14 ground-floor 
shops, comprises four storeys with provi- 
sion for the addition of a further two 
floors to contain an extra 31 bedrooms. 
The first phase of the development is due 
for completion in June, 1961, and is 
valued at about £230,000. The architects 
are Horace Williams and Partners of 
Kitwe. 

WEST INDIES (JAMAICA).—Government 
approval has been given for a scheme for 
the private building of nearly 2,000 
houses by the West Indies Home Con- 
tractors Ltd. Another scheme is at 
Pembroke Hall where 850 houses and 14 
blocks of flats comprising 168 units are 
to be built by Reema Jamaica Ltd... . 
The UK _ engineers, Messrs. Howard 
Humphreys & Sons, submitted a report 
containing certain recommendations for 
augmenting the water supply in the 
Kingston area. The most important 
recommendation was the construction of 
a dam in the Yallahs Valley area, 20 miles 
from Kingston with a storage capacity of 
8,300m. gal. and a daily yield of 23m. gal. 

. Esso Standard Oil SA are to erect 
a bulk storage plant for petroleum pro- 
ducts and a sea terminal at Grand Cay- 
man. ...A Faculty of Engineering is 
to be established at the University Col- 
lege of the West Indies. The buildings 
are estimated to cost £3m. Among other 
proposals is one for a Medical Faculty 
involving a building programme of over 
£2m. 


South African Building Research

The 
brick, which is of standard size but about 
30 per cent less in weight, gives a total 
saving of nearly one ton for every 1,000 
used. 


Building in Canada 
Housing Decline Expected During 1960 


SURVEYING CANADA’S. house building 
industry, the February issue of Barclays 
Bank DCO’s ‘ Overseas Review ’ says that 
the industry, which has been one of the 
main supports of the Government's full 
employment programme, expects a large 
reduction of its activities during 1960. 
Government officials connected with the 
housing programme have estimated that 
a minimum of 125,000 new houses will 
be started by builders during 1960} but 
the builders themselves believe 110,000 
will be the top figure. This compares 
with 140,000 houses started during 1959 
and 164,000 during 1958. 

This building rate has not been exces- 
sive from the social point of view, as it 
is estimated that 500,000 Canadian 
families still live in dwellings regarded as 
sub-standard. Even though the building 
rate in recent years has been 172 to 195 
per cent of new family formation, a 
steady upgrading of the standard of hous- 
ing has maintained the deficiency, a result 
of rapid growth of incomes. Approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of new houses are 
replacement dwellings for families im- 
proving their circumstances. 


The European Timber 
Market 


Effect of Increased Construction 
THE RENEWED ECONOMIC expansion has had 
a beneficial effect on the timber market. 
In most countries, easier credit conditions 
and related measures, including more 
liberal fiscal policies, have stepped up 
residential and other construction and 
stimulated production in other wood- 
using industries. The resulting increase 
in consumption has brought about a 
marked rise in the volume of the Euro- 
pean timber trade and a reversal of the 
downward price trend. The market, which 
was weak a year ago, has now become 
strong and buoyant. 

These conclusions are noted in the 
latest review of the European timber 
market contained in the ‘ Timber Bulletin 
for Europe’ (HMSO, price 7s.) published 
jointly by the secretariats of the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation and the United 
Nations Economic Commission for 
Europe. The Bulletin considers that the 
high level of consumption reached in 1959 
will be maintained during 1960. Since 
stocks in importing countries are likely 
to be adequate, the import needs of 
European countries should equal those of 
last year. On the other hand, supplies are 
estimated to remain at about the 1959 
level, and therefore seem to be in balance 
with expected requirements. The coming 
year should be a stable one for the 
timber market.

Improving Older Property 


SPEAKING AT THE OPENING of Paisley’s 
‘Improve Your House’ week on April 7, 
Lord Craigton, Minister of State for Scot- 
iand, said he hoped the demonstration 
would help to draw attention to the 
grants which were available. ‘ Paisley is 
showing all of us what can be done,’ said 
the Minister. ‘ Edinburgh is turning the 
old lands of the Royal Mile into modern 
homes while preserving their historical 
associations. There are many other sub- 
stantial properties in other towns where 
similar work could be undertaken—for 
example, among the typical granite houses 
of Aberdeen and the red sandstone blocks 
in Glasgow. I hope that this will be only 
the first of a series of demonstrations or 
exhibitions of improved houses in other 
parts of Scotland.’ 


Glasgow Building Plans 


JOHN LAWRENCE (GLASGOW) LTD. of Glas- 
gow has offered to construct 306 houses 
in 15-storey blocks at Drumchapel at a 
cost of £881,000 and Glasgow Corporation 
has proposed acceptance. Scottish Office 
approval is required for these flats, which 
will cost approximately £2,700 each. 
Glasgow Corporation also propose more 
multi-storey flats at Garscube_ estate 
which was acquired some time ago. 

Weir Housing Company is to be asked 
to discuss erection of small groups of 
semi-detached bungalows at various sites 
throughout the city where lightweight 
structures are required. 


Scottish Housing, February 

THE NUMBER OF new houses completed 
in Scotland in February was 1,639, a de- 
crease of 432 compared with the same 
month last year. Completions this year 
now total 4,054, compared with 4.235 in 
the same period last year. The monthly 
return of the Department of Health for 
Scotland and the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government is now obtainable 
from HMSO, price 3d. Of the 385,097 
houses built in Scotland since the war, 
350.885 were built by public authorities 
and 34,212 by private builders. 


£8m School Building Programme 


A PROGRAMME OF school building in 
Renfrewshire estimated to cost over £8m 
has been approved by the education 
committee, at a meeting held in Paisley 
recently. It will now be passed to 
Renfrew County Council, the authority 
responsible for building new schools, 
which will be asked to submit it to the 
Secretary of State for Scotland. The 
programme includes over 70 projects, and 
affects almost every town and village in 
the county. It will be ten years before 
the programme is completed.

sonnel, will be started in the autumn.
